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Fellow  Citizens  : 

The  rapid  flight  of  time  has  once  more  brought  ns  to  the  com- 
pletion of  our  school  year ; and  as  far  as  possible,  in  the  brief  space 
allowed  us,  we  place  its  record  before  you. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  our  schools  have  all  completed  the 
terms  assigned  them  ; and  this  brings  us  to  the  first  point  to  which 
we  wish  to  call  your  attention.  Our  winter  schools,  so  called,  were 
all  under  way  by  the  first  Monday  of  November,  some  of  them  the 
first  of  October.  By  this  means,  we  were  enabled  to  complete  the 
twelve  weeks  required,  before  the  drifting  snows  and  blockaded 
roads,  which  often  fall  to  our  lot  the  latter  part  of  the  winter,  and 
which,  if  they  find  our  schools  in  session,  render  them  of  but  little 
value,  are  upon  us.  As  it  was,  our  children  were  attending  school 
when  the  weather  permitted  of  punctual  atttendance,  and  was  most 
favorable  for  all  school  wmrk.  Now  taking  it  for  granted  that  we  all 
agree  that  school  work  is  the  most  important  and  valuable  of  any 
which  our  children  can  do,  why  not  let  them  have  the  benefit  of 
these  golden  months  for  study  ? 

We  believe  that  our  winter  schools  should  all  begin  by  the  first  of 
November ; and  that  if  it  was  understood  that  they  would  so  begin, 
the  home  work  could  be  so  planned  and  executed  that  any  conflict 
with  school  duties  would  be  avoided. 

The  number  of  schools  in  town  the  present  year  is  eleven,  and  the 
number  of  different  teachers  employed,  seventeen.  Four  have 
taught  for  the  year,  twelve  are  home  teachers,  and  all  but  four  have 
had  previous  experience.  The  number  of  scholars  enrolled  in  the 
school  registers  is  two  hundred  and  thirty-seven.  Fifty  are  over 
fifteen,  and  two  are  under  five  years  of  age.  Eight  are  non-resi- 
dents. The  number  of  minors  in  town  between  the  years  of  five  and 
fifteen,  as  reported  by  the  assessors.  May  1st,  1883  was  one  hundred 
and  eighty-nine. 

We  have  had  two  terms  of  school  in  the  centre  of  the  town, 
ostensibly  for  the  benefit  of  the  more  advanced  scholars;  but  inci- 
dentally they  have  been  of  great  benefit  to  the  younger  ones,  in  all 
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the  schools  from  which  its  j>u])ils  have  been  drafted.  It  is  not  the 
number  of  pupils,  but  the  number  of  classes  which  we  find  in  some 
of  our  schools  that  prevent  teachers  from  working  to  the  best  ad- 
vantage. Sometimes  the  taking  of  one  or  two  pupils  from  a school 
will  lessen  the  number  of  classes  by  six  or  eight,  and  this  time  spent 
with  the  younger  pupils  proves  of  great  benefit  to  them. 

Your  committee  were  fortunate  enough  to  secure,  for  the  high 
school,  the  services  of  Mr.  William  A.  Francis,  of  Fall  River,  a 
graduate  from  Brown  University,  and  as  the  result,  proved  well 
qualified  to  direct  the  school.  Under  his  charge,  the  school  took  a 
high  standard  of  thoroughness  and  practical  development.  In  the 
fourth  week  of  the  winter  term  he  was  called  to  a position  in  the 
high  school  of  Concord,  Mass.,  and  his  successor,  Mr.  J.  N.  Eno, 
while  bringing  ability  and  fidelity  to  the  position,  and  in  the  face  of 
much  adverse  criticism,  gave  a care  and  anxious  thought,  both  in 
and  out  of  school,  for  the  welfare  and  advancement  of  his 
pupils,  which  your  committe  appreciate  and  thank  him  for,  yet  failed 
to  hold  the  school  to  its  high  standard. 

We  regard  it  of  high  value  to  the  town  that  at  least  a fall  term  of 
school  for  advanced  scholars,  be  sustained. 

Our  teachers  are  largely  drawn  from  home  sources;  most  of  them 
are  unable  to  obtain  other  education  than  our  home  schools  afford  ; 
it  is  therefore  certainly  for  our  interests  that  these  advantages  be 
made  as  liberal  as  possible. 

We  report  that  our  common  schools  have,  with  two  or  three  ex- 
ceptions, been  satisfactoiw,  and  as  successful  as  we  had  reason  to 
expect.  The  non-attendance  of  pupils  in  some  schools  has  been 
trying  to  the  teacher’s  patience,  and  materially  lessened  the  value  of 
the  school. 

Wo  ask  your  more  cordial  co-operation  with  teacher  and  com- 
mittee, to  lessen  this  evil.  The  first  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation, said  in  his  first  report,  forty-five  years  ago  : “ That  the 

object  of  the  common  school  system  of  Massachusetts,  was  to  give 
to  every  child  in  the  commonwealth,  a free,  straight,  solid  pathway, 
by  which  he  could  walk  directly  up  from  the  ignorance  of  an  in- 
fant, to  a knowledge  of  the  primary  duties  of  a man,  and  could  ac- 
quire a power  and  an  invincible  will  to  discharge  them.” 

Pie  had  an  abiding  faith  that  the  schools  would  improve,  and  that 
the  people  would  keep  them  well  abreast  of  the  progress  and  pros- 
l^erity  of  the  commonwealth. 

Shall  7oe  make  an  effort  to  do  thisV 
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r We  have  appealed  to  you  in  behalf  of  our  teachers,  and  we  now 
i desire  to  say  a few  words  to  them,  and  to  those  who  hope  soon  to  be 
I in  the  work. 

Do  you  realize  the  importance  of  your  calling,  and  have  you  fitted, 
or  are  you  fitting  yourself  for  it? 

The  teacher  is  called  to  fill  the  parents  place  in  the  guidance  of 
the  young  and  pliant  minds  around  them. 

The  trite  old  saying  : 

“ ’Tis  education  shapes  the  common  mind; 

Just  as  the  twig  is  bent,  the  tree’s  inclined,” 

should  be  in  every  teacher’s  thought  as  they  guide  these  minds  from 
day  to  day.  The  child  is  the  prepared  clay  for  the  moulder’s  hand  ; 
that  hand  is  the  teacher’s.  How  important  that  careful  skill  should 
be  possessed  by  one  whose  office  is  so  great.  Geology  tells  us  of 
the  change  from  clay  to  rock.  The  change  from  child  to  man  is 
much  the  same,  and  as  the  master  hands  be  few  which  can  fashion 
the  beautiful  statute  from  the  shapeless  rock,  so  the  work  which  the 
teacher  should  do  with  the  pliant  child  can  be  only  done  by  the  few 
master  minds,  with  the  habit-bound  man. 

The  good  teacher  needs  large  patience,  kindness,  firmness,  and  a 
])Ower  to  read  the  character  of  the  pupils  around  her.  She  needs 
to  look  far  beyond  the  limits  of  the  text  book  and  be  so  familiar 
with  ihe  daily  affairs  of  the  world  that  a practical,  helpful  knowl- 
edge will  be  impressed  on  the  pupil.  The  day  of  routine  has  gone 
by.  To  win  success,  the  teacher  must  be  able  to  lift  the  daily  task 
from  its,  to  the  child,  dry  surroundings  and  invest  it  with  an 
interest  which  makes  the  task  a pleasure.  Some  teachers  seem  to 
think  that  the  six  hours’  school-room  work  is  all  they  are  hired  and 
paid  for  doing.  This  is  a mistake.  The  welfare  of  the  school 
should  always  be  the  teachers’  first  thought,  and  no  teacher,  how- 
ever well  educated,  can  work  to  the  best  advantage  unless  all  the 
lessons  for  each  day  are  carefully  prepared  in  advance. 

Teachers  are  required  to  care  for  the  moral  and  physical  welfare 
of  their  pupils,  equally  with  the  mental,  and  often  this  care  is  the 
hardest  part  of  the  teacher’s  work.  Finally,  the  teacher’s  calling  is 
so  full  of  responsibility  that  no  one  should  enter  it  who  is  not  ready 
and  able  to  work  patiently  and  faithfully  to  advance  the  standard 
of  education,  and  strive  to  develope  the  qualities  in  those  under 
their  care  which  shall  go  to  make  up  the  true  and  noble  man  or 
woman. 

Chapter  44,  section  1.^,  of  the  General  ;Statutes,  says  : “ It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  all  instructors  of  youth,  to  exert  their  best  endeavors

to  impress  on  the  minds  of  children  and  youth  committed  to  their 
care  and  instruction,  the  principles  of  piety  and  justice  and  a 
sacred  regard  to  truth,  love  of  their  country,  humanity,  and  univer- 
sal benevolence,  sobriety,  industry,  and  frugality,  chastity,'  modera- 
tion and  temperance,  and  those  other  virtues  which  are  the  orna- 
ment of  human  societ}’  and  the  basis  upon  which  a republican  constitu- 
tion is  founded  ; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  instructors  to 
endeavor  to  lead  their  pupils,  as  their  ages  and  capacities  will  admit, 
into  a clear  understanding  of  the  tendency  of  the  above  mentioned 
virtues  to  preserve  and  perfect  a republican  constitution,  and  secure 
the  blessings  of  liberty  as  well  as  to  promote  their  future  happiness, 
and  also  to  point  out  to  them  the  evil  tendency  of  the  opposite 
vices.” 

As  parents,  I again  call  your  attention  to  the  matter  of  discipline 
in  our  schools.  The  position  of  the  parent  in  this  matter  is  very 
important  to  the  success  of  the  teacher  in  solving  this  problem.  In 
some  cases,  w^e  are  sorry  to  say,  the  parents  seem  to  be  in  fault  as 
well  as  teacher  and  scholar.  This  is  a question  you  must  deal  with 
personally,  each  for  himself  and  for  his  own  children. 

The  parent  can  be  of  great  help  to  the  teacher  in  this  matter,  or 
he  can  be  a still  greater  “ rock  of  offence.”  If  you  think  it  is  for 
your  interest  to  use  your  influence  against  any  teacher,  please  be 
out-spoken  and  honest  in  taking  your  share  in  the  result  of  the  plan, 
which  will  always  be  the  mental  and  moral  debasement  of  the 
school. 

In  the  past  few  years,  some  cases  have  arisen  where  teachers  have 
expelled  scholars  on  their  own  responsibility.  In  this  they  exceed 
their  powders,  and  are  open  to  legal  proseeution  by  the  parties  so 
expelled. 

The  teacher  has  power  only  to  suspend  them.  Their  duty  then  is 
to  immediately  submit  the  case  to  the  school  committee,  and  they 
can  take  such  action  as  they  judge  proper  for  the  best  interests  of 
all. 

Competent  supervision  is  an  essential  to  the  highest  success  in 
the  management  of  schools. 

There  are  many  questions  of  school  polity  which  arise,  in  the 
decision  of  which  careful  and  conservative  judgment  is  required. 

Our  State  Board  of  Education  recommends  that  in  small  towns, 
two  or  more  unite  to  choose  a competent  supervisor,  to  take  charge 
of  the  schools  of  them  all.  We  believe  this  to  be  a step  in  reform 
which  must  sometime  be  taken  by  us. 
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It  is  also  suggested  by  it  where  tlie  above  plan  can  not  be  agreed 
upon  that  one  of  the  school  committee  be  selected  to  have  the  in- 
dependent supervision  of  the  schools;  as  for  instance,  in  some  towns 
one  member  has  control  of  the  primary  schools,  another  of  the 
grammar  and  high  schools,  while  the  third  has  charge  of  all  supplies 
and  repairs. 

About  $33.00  of  the  amount  expended  for  books  was  for  gram- 
mars, the  remainder  was  for  desk-books,  and  for  the  use  of  those 
pupils  whose  parents  refused  or  neglected  to  purchase  a suitable 
supply  for  them.  Great  care  was  exercised  in  selecting  a grammar, 
to  choose  one  superior  to  the  one  in  use,  to  be  of  profit  to  the  town, 
and  we  feel  well  assured  by  the  result  of  one  term’s  work,  that  the 
change  was  judicious. 

Teachers  and  pupils,  with  but  few  exceptions,  have  welcomed  the 
change,  and  we  know  that  the  added  interest  in  this  sometimes 
neglected  study,  has  amply  repaid  the  town  for  any  money  expended. 

The  most  important  repairs  we  have  made,  are  to  shingle  No.  2 
school  house,  one-half  of  No.  7,  and  paper,  paint  and  otherwise 
repair  the  inside  of  Nos.  2 and  8.

REPORT  OF  THE 

i 

HIGHWAY  SURVEYOR, 


To  THE  Selectaien  of  Kutland  : 

The  voters  of  the  Town,  at  their  last  March  meeting,  voted 
quite  unanimously,  to  take  a “ new  departure”  in  the  management 
of  their  Highways,  viz  , to  dispense  with  the  old  system,  of  district- 
ing the  Town  into  some  thirty  divisions,  and  put  the  whole  matter 
into  the  hands  of  one  man.  Their  choice,  as  expressed  at  the  polls, 
fell  upon  rne.  For  this  confidence  in  my  ability  thus  expressed,  and 
honor  shown  me,  I desire  to  tender  here  and  now  my  thanks. 

In  the  management,  I have  had  but  one  motive,  to  discharge  the 
duties  without  fear,  or  favor,  and  impartially.  How  far,  or  well  I 
have  succeeded,  a’ou  must  decide.  I will  only  say  for  myself,  and 
the  new  system,  that  (as  we  are  judged  by  our  fruits)  the  condition 
of  the  Roads  last  Spring,  and  their  ))resent  condition,  is  a fair  crite- 
rion to  decide  by.  I intended  at  the  commencement,  to  make  no 
new  a])portionment,  but  to  expend  on  the  old  “limits,”  that  have 
been  made  in  years  heretofore,  as  near  as  I could,  an  equal  division 
of  the  appropriation  ; but  I soon  found  that  some  “ limits,”  where 
much  use  was  made  of  them,  absolutely  demanded  a much  larger 
outlay.  You  will  find,  in  a detailed  statement  below,  whei’e  addi- 
tional outlays  were  made,  and  where  taken  correspondingly  from 
others.  From  this,  I am  led  to  make  the  following  suggestion  : that 
whenever  you  decide  fully  to  adopt  the  new  system,  that  the  office 
of  Road  Commissioner  should  be  continuous,  for  two  or  three  yeai-s. 
This  would  enable  him  to  take  up  the  work  where  left  off  from  year 
to  year,  thereby  dealing  a more  even  justice  to  all  jiarts  of  the  town. 


1 have  in  my  mind  one  or  two  other  suggestions  to  make,  hoping 
that  tlie  mention  of  the  subjects  will  lead  the  people  to  take  some 
action  in  regard  to  them,  in  the  near  future.  One  is,  that  it  would 
seem  to  be  very  desirable  for  the  Town  Officials  to  know  just  what 
rights  the  town  has  in  the  “limits”  assigned  to  the  highways.  It 
would  seem,  that  in  a not  veiy  remote  ))eriod  of  time,  many  have 
had  the  idea,  that  the  town  had  no  rights  in  those  limits  which  indi- 
viduals were  bound  to  respect,  and  so  have  made  ihe  limits  a recep- 
tacle for  almost  every  thing  that  was  not  w'anted  on  their  own  prem- 
ises; stones  from  the  adjaeent  fields  have  been  dumped  by  the  hun- 
dred cart  loads,  and  in  many  cases  put  where  it  would  be  very  de- 
sirable to  have  a ditch  to  drain  the  road  bed  ; wood  and  lumber 
have  often  been  laid  so  that  dams  would  be  made  that  would  turn 
the  water  into  the  road,  greatly  to  its  injury.  So  serious  has  this 
become  in  some  localities,  that  if  continued  in,  you  will  soon  have  to 
decide  (in  order  to  repair  the  road)  the  question,  which  will  be  the 
cheaj)est  way, — to  remove  the  incumbrances  or  the  highway 

I find  in  making  a tour  of  the  Town,  some  pieces  of  road  that 
hardly  any  thing  has  been  done  for  a long  time,  and  seem  to  have 
hardly  any  use  From  tlie  neglect  you  suffer  them  to  remain  in. 
liability  to  accidents  increase,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be 
well  for  the  town  to  examine  quite  closely,  and  see  if  there  were  any 
portions  of  road  that  might  be  dispensed  with  without  any  very 
great  inconvenience  to  ])rivate  individuals,  or  serious  hindrance  to 
the  public. 

In  i-egard  to  the  amount  of  your  appropriation,  I beg  leave  to  say 
a word.  Do  not  make  it  smaller,  but  larger — if  you  can  afford.  It 
has  been  said  by  a member  of  one  of  the  largest  commission  houses 
in  the  State,  devoted  to  the  buying  and  selling  of  real  estate,  that 
one  of  the  first  questions  asked  by  ])eople  desirous  of  buying  real 
estate  in  the  country  towns,  was,  What  is  the  condition  of  the  lloads 
leading  to  its  villages  and  markets? 

If  then,  the  value  of  your  property  depends  thus,  then,  I am  sure 
you  will  agree  with  me  in  saying.  Bring  up  as  soon  as  possible  to  a 
high  degree  of  excellence  c»ur  roads  leading  to  our  own  villages,  our 
own  churches,  our  own  stores  and  markets,  so  that  their  condition 
will  make  it  a delight  rather  than  a burden  to  ride  over  them  to 
those  same  stores  and  markets,  and  do  our  buying  and  selling  in 
town,  especially  if  w^e  can  do  better  than  we  can  by  riding  twenty 
miles  to  a city,  (and  I doubt  not  but  what  you  can,)  to  attend  our 


own  churches  rather  than  our  neighbors’,  especially  if  our  own  spires 
point  higher  up,  (and  I doubt  not  but  what  they  do.)  Following 
this  course,  some  benefits  will  arise  and  diffuse  to  all.

I have  allowed  for  men’s  labor  15c.  per  hour,  or  $1.50  per  day. 
This  price  is  not  quite  as  much  as  the  town  has  allowed  heretofore, 
but  yet  has  proved  satisfactory  to  the  men  employed,  and  on  the 
whole  was  as  remunerative  as  though  they  had  been  emplo3’ed  in 
other  business.  The  Town  officers  have  been  prompt  in  paying  for 
the  labor  each  month,  as  per  agreement  at  the  start.  For  teams  I 
have  allowed  for  man  and  pair  of  horses,  four  dollars  per  day.  This 
])rice  made  at  the  first  of  the  work,  I regard  as  favorable  to  the 
Town.  P^'or  tlie  rapid  accomplishment  of  the  work,  some  turn  or 
three  teams  should  be  hired  each  year  for  the  season. 

PVr  keeping  open  the  roads  in  winter,  I have  divided  the  town 
into  districts,  and  ap])ointed  the  following  men  to  act  as  agents.

things  about  the  Library.  First,  in  regard  to  fines,  v 
few  are  offended  if  they  are  charged  for  overtime,  a 
deny  themselves  the  privilege  of  reading  the  books  in 
rather  than  pay.  We  think  that  if  they  would  reasoi 
selves  a little,  they  would  do  different.  All  must  see 
was  not  such  a regulation,  it  would  not  be  a long  time 
many  books  would  be  out  all  the  time,  unless  the  Lib 
the  expense  and  trouble  of  getting  them  back,  and  be;

Probably  the  Library  does  not  get  the  credit  of  ai 
all  the  times  that  the  books  are  read,  and  besides  it 
find  out  who  has  misused  them.

Fellow  Citizens: 

Again  we  are  called  by  the  requirements  of  law  to  give  a detailed 


report  of  the  years  work  in  our  public  schools. 

Number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  the  School  Registers 235 

Number  between  five  and  fifteen, 203 

Number  between  eight  and  fourteen 134 

Number  over  fifteen, 28 

Number  under  five, 4 

Number  of  non-residents, 6 


As  reported  by  the  assessors.  May  1st,  1884,  number  of  minors 
in  town  between  the  years  of  five  and  fifteen  196,  between  eight 
and  fourteen  127. 

We  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  speak  of  the  schools  or  teachers 
separately,  but  in  the  short  space  we  shall  devote  to  them,  to  trent 
them  as  a whole.  While  our  schools  have  been  conducted  with 
varying  degrees  of  success  yet  as  a whole,  commendable  progress 
has  been  made. 

One  of  the  most  pleasant  things  connected  with  our  school  work 
is  to  watch  the  mental  and  physical  growth  of  the  children  intrusted 
to  our  care;  and  it  is  our  constant  aim  to  secure  such  teachei-s  as 
will  ojuide  this  growth  in  the  right  direction. 

o O o 

The  Winter  term  of  some  of  our  schools  was  interupted  by  the 
presence  of  contagious  diseases.  Sickness  and  the  fear  of  contagion 
rendered  the' attendance  in  some  schools  very  irregular.  The  death 
of  the  teacher  caused  the  closing  of  one  school,  and  though  the  term 
was  short,  yet  we  believe  that  the  teachers  influnce  for  good  will 
long  be  felt  in  the  town, 

^Ve  wish  agam  to  call  the  attention  of  our  teachers  to  the  impor- 
tance of  their  calling,  and  urge  the  necessity  of  a more  careful 
trailing  to  enable  them  to  successfully  perform  theii'  numerous,  and 
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in  many  cases,  delicate  duties.  To  direct  tlie  mental,  moral  and 
physical  growth  of  twenty  children  is  a responsibility  which  requires, 
on  the  part  of  the  teacher  a talent  of  no  mean  order.  There  must 
be  a mutual  sympathy  and  respect  between  teacher  and  pupil ; and 
failing  this,  the  school  falls  short  of  the  highest  success.  The  impres- 
sion the  teacher  makes  on*  the  mind  of  the  pupil  will  be  retained 
long  after  the  school  term  in  which  they  were  associated.  A hasty 
or  idle  word  may  make  a life-long  remembrance.  Guard  well  then 
your  sacred  calling  and  try  by  your  earnestness  to  lead  those  under 
your  care,  to  higher  conceptions  of  life  and  its  duties  than  they  have 
before  known. 

A ])ublic  library  which  fails  to  elevate  the  literary  taste  of  the 
com  unity  in  which  it  is  established,  is  a public  evil,  rather  than 
blessing,  and  a hindrance  to  progress.  We  do  not  accuse  library 
of  this,  yet  we  feel,  when  we  consider  that  the  habit  of  reading, 
(as  well  as  other  habits,)  which  we  form  in  our  youh,  usually  cling 
to  us  through  life,  that  the  library  has  never  had  its  proper  influence 
in  the  schools  of  the  town. 

Teachers  could  do  much  in  interesting  their  pupils  in  a course  of 
reading  which  would  be  helpful  to  them  in  many  ways,  now  and  in 
the  future. 

Library  Committees  could  do  much  iu  making  such  selections  of 
books  as  would  lead  the  young  people  of  the  town,  teachers  and 
scholars  alike,  to  form  a taste  for  reading  and  study,  which  would 
indeed  prove  a blessing  to  them. 

We  agaifi  earnestly  call  the  attention  of  parents  to  the  influence 
they  can  exert  on  our  schools.  Punctual  attendance  is  one  of  the 
requisites  of  a successful  school;  and  it  is  largely  in  your  power  to 
cause  your  children  to  be  thus  punctual.  A careful  interest  in  your 
childrens  studies,  and  in  what  they  read  would  do  much  to  encour- 
age them  to  greater  exertions  in  their  school  work,  and  to  strive 
harder  to  merit  the  approbation  of  all  interested  in  their  welfare. 
You  cau  do  much  to  uphold  the  teachers  in  the  difficult  duties  of 
their  calling  by  giving  them  the  sympathy  and  praise  they  merit. 
You  cannot  expect  your  children  to  respect  a teacher  of  whom  they 
hear  you  speak  dispargingly  or  in  ricicule.  Education  is  the  great- 
est gift  you  can  bestow  on  your  children.  A good  education  is  of 
])riceless  value  to  any  one.  There  is  no  self-denial  or  hardship  you 
would  not  undergo  to  properly  feed  and  clothe  your  children  : how 
much  more  important  that  the  immortal  mind  should  be  carefully 
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trained  and  nourished,  in  order  that  they  may  be  enabled  to  dev'elope  : 
to  the  highest  degree  the  talent  which  God  has  given  to  every  one. 

Money  used  in  the  support  of  schools  will  yield  an  interest  of 
future  prosperity  to  the  town  which  stocks  or  bonds  can  never  give. 
We  call  upon  you  then  to  uphold  the  schools  established  by  the 
Fathers,  and  as  you  prize  the  future  welfare  of  the  town,  to  keep 
them  in  the  column  of  progress  and  improvement,  which  is  ever  ad- 
vancing; so  that  when  our  children  are  called  to  take  up  the 
burdens  of  life,  they  can  look  out  upon  the  field  of  duty  from  the 
vantage  ground  of  a liberal  education. 

In  obedience  to  the  state  law  we  have  provided  free  text-books  in  , 
our  schools.  The  expense  has  been  considerable,  but  in  the  future  it  j 
will  be  much  less  as  we  have  now  a good  stock  of  books  on  hand. 

Your  committee  feeling  the  necessity  that  our  schools  should  be  - 
provided  with  modern  books,  have,  at  a very  slight  additional  ex  | 
pense  introduced  new  readers  in  our  schools.  They  have  proved  j 
very  satisfactory.  The  greater  part  of  the  expense  for  repairs  has  , 
been  to  shingle  Xo.  1 school  house  and  to  paint  and  paper  inside  of 
the  same.

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I had  intended  to  have  had  all  the  money  to  be  used  for  scraping 
expended  in  the  Spring  months,  or  before  the  first  of  July,  and 
should  have  done  so  but  for  a disarrangement  for  the  use  of  teams. 
The  Town  might  guard  against  a part  of  this  difficulty  by  owning 
and  keeping  at  the  Town  Farm  a pair  of  horses  suitable  for  the 
business,  using  them  a part  of  the  time  for  this  business,  and  the 
rest  of  the  year  to  do  the  work  upon  the  farm. 

I had  intended  to  use  a large  share  of  the  unexpended  balance  left 
after  finishing  with  the  scraper,  in  repairing  the  road  known  as  the 
Stage  road,  from  Holden  line  to  West  Rutland,  where  many  places 
can  only  be  suitably  repaired  by  carting  : but  the  damage  done  by 
the  rains,  and  the  condition  of  the  bridges,  rendered  it  impossible. 

I have  allowed  for  men’s  labor  15  cents  per  hour,  or  1.50  per  day. 
For  teams,  I have  allowed  for  man  and  pair  of  horses  four  dollars 
per  day  ; and  have  allowed  one  shilling  per  hour  in  the  winter.

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  People  of  Rutland : 


In  presenting  our  annual  report,  we  not  only  comply  with  the  law 
of  the  Commonwealth,  but  strive  to  interest  in  the  welfare  of, our 
schools.  The  problem  of  successfully  supporting  the  school  system- 
in  these  back  towns,  is  one  fraught  with  much  difficulty ; and  while 
we  realize  that  the  welfare,  not  only  of  the  town,  but  of  the  state, 
is  dependent  on  the  solution  of  it  ; we  also  feel  that  the  people  do 
not  see  the  vital  necessity  for  an  earnest,  united  effort  to  master  the 
difficulty,  and  unitedly  labor  to  place  the  schools  of  this  town  on  a 
firm  and  successful  basis.  ■ • 

VVe  say  the  welfare  of  the  state  depends  on  the  solution  of  this 
question,  and  we  think  the  statement  is  not  too  strong,  for  just  as 
surely  as  the  little  streamlets  which  trickle  down  from  our  thousands 
of  hillside  springs,  united  form  the  mighty  power  which  moves  the 
world  of  commerce  and  manufacture  ; just  so  surely  the  boys  and 
girls  from  our  hillside  homes  furnish  the  bone  and  sinew,  the  power 
of  mind  and  body,  which  controls  those  mighty  agents  and  makes 
thorn  yield  obodienco  to  the  power  of  man. 
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Just  so  surely  as  our  cities  need  the  pure  life-giving  water  from 
our  hills,  just  as  surely  they  need  the  pure  and  vigorous  strength  of 
manhood,  which  alone  can  come  from  the  same  source. 

A great  responsibility,  then,  rests  with  us  that  our  children  should 
be  well  equipped  to  take  the  places  and  the  duties  to  which  they  will 
be  called.  The  burden  is  heavy  for  us,  but  it  cannot  be  lightened 
with  safety,and  cannot  be  thrown  down  without  disaster.  Statistics 
show  that  the  criminal  class  is  largely  the  ignorant  class.  Shall  we 
do  our  part,  as  parent  or  citizen,  that  every  child  among  us  shall 
have  an  equal  chance  to  the  benfits  of  an  education?  H 

In  order  to  do  this  we  must  work  together.  It  is  not  for  the  pa-  ■ 
rent  to  stand  aside  and  place  the  blame  of  failure  on  teacher  or  B 
committee.  It  is  not  for  the  citizen  to  wash  his  hands  of  the  whole  ■ 
matter  because  he  has  no  children  to  send  to  school.  It  is  not  for  I 
the  teacher  to  say,  the  home  training  is  such  that  we  can  do  noth-  I 
ing  with  this  pupil.  It  is  not  for  the  committee  to  say.  you  demand  ■ 
perfection,  where  we  are  powerless  to  produce  even  partial  sue-  ■ 
cess.  But  it  is  for  r?// 1 ) unite,  and,  ])Iacing  all  personal  theories  I 
and  conveniencies  aside,  labor  for  that  system  in  our  public  schools  I 
which  will  be  of  the  most  benefit  to  the  greatest  number.  Let  us  I 
put  aside  as  much  as  possible  the  selfishness,  which  is  common  to  us  I 
all ; and  feel  that  the  plan  which  to-day  is  inconvenient  for  us^  may  I 
to-morrow  be  the  one  which  we  would  most  desire.  ■ 

We  briefly  call  your  attention  to  some  of  the  requisites  of  a sue-  I 
cessful  school.  In  the  first  place,  constancy  of  attendance  is  a ■ 
prime  essential  of  success  to  the  individual  pupil,  and  in  a less  de-  I 
gree  of  the  whole  school.  Punctual  attendance  is  a necessity;  the® 
habit  of  punctuality  formed  in  youth  will  be  very  apt  to  cling  to  I 
one  thorugh  life.  Show  us  a boy  who  went  through  his  school  ■ 
life  with  tardy  marks  blackening  his  name  in  the  register,  and  we  B 
will  prophecy  a man  who  will  tell  you  he  will  pay  the  five  dol-  fl 
lars  he  owes  you,  to-morrow;  and  pay  it  next  week  ; one  who  will  I 
agree  to  meet  you  at  eight  o’clock  and  come  at  noon  the  next  day.  B 
We  are  convinced  that  the  men  whom  we  honor  for  the  strict  ful- B 
fillment  of  their  agreements  in  small  as  well  as  great  things,  men  H 
of  whom  we  say  their  word  is  as  good  as  their  bond,  were  punctual  I 
in  their  school  duties  as  well.  fl 
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111  making  np  the  Roll  of  Honor,  we  were  sorry  to  note  that  sev- 
eral failed  to  have  their  names  enrolled,  because  of  two  or  three 
tardy  marks ; perhaps  fifteen  minutes  absence  from  school  was  all 
that  prevented.  A loss  of  time  small  in  itself,  but  the  loss  of  en- 
couragement to  strive  for  perfection,  may  lead  to  a carelessness 
next  term  which  will  result  in  a failure  of  the  term’s  work  for  them. 

We  feel  from  a careful  examination  of  the  school  registers  for 
several  years,  that  the  teacher  is,  in  many  cases,  largely  respon- 
sible for  failures  in  this  matter.  We  call  upon  them  to  so  interest 
themselves  in  their  pupils  and  in  their  home  life,  that  their  influence 
may  be  felt  in  a manner  which  will  cause  greater  effort  to  be  made 
to  remedy  this  evil.  We  think  there  are  but  few  cases  in  which  par- 
ents would  fail  to  co-operate  with  the  teachers,  they  are  only  wait- 
ing for  the  teachers  to  make  the  advances.  We  know  that  in  many 
cases  the  parents,  by  the  same  attention  to  the  education  of  their 
children  that  they  give  to  their  health,  and — shall  we  say  it — dress  ; 
could  not  only  cause  them  to  be  punctual  but  constant  in  their,  atten- 
dance. We  recommend  the  effort. 

We  take  this  public  opportunity  to  censure  the  feeling,  which 
seems  to  exist  on  the  part  of  some  parents  and  teachers,  that  if  a 
child  comes  to  school  and  answers  to  his  name  at  roll-call,  and  perhaps 
stays  a few  minutes  and  reads,  he  can  go  home  and  do  a half-day’s 
work,  and  yet  keep  a clear  register.  As  it  is  impossible  for  any  one 
to  be  in  two  places  at  the  same  time,  we  believe  this  course  to  be 
untruthful  and  dishonest.  If  you  must  have  the  work  of  your  child 
at  home,  and  we  believe  there  are  very  few  cases  where  the  need  is 
absolute,  be  honest  and  keep  him  there,  and  not  make  the  pretence 
of  sending  him  to  school,  when  practically  he  does  not  go. 

Wo  believe  our  teachers  have  all  been  faithful  in  their  duty,  so 
far  as  they  have  been  able  to  understand  it,  the  past  year.  some 
schools  have  been  more  successful  than  others ; but  it  is  useless  for 
us,  in  this  place,  to  point  out  the  mistakes  or  weaknesses  of  any 
teacher.  The  lessons  they  have  to  learn  must  be  acquired  in  the 
hard  school  of  experience.  If  any  of  our  teachers  think  that  they 
know  all  there  is  to  know  about  teaching,  we  have  no  farther  use 
for  them.  But  we  think  that  we  have  no  teachers  of  that  class. 
As  a class  they  are  eager  and  anxious  to  improve.  With  the  limi- 
ted means  at  their  command,  with  the  limited  material  with  which 
they  have  to  work,  they  are  quietly  and  earnestly  doing  their  best. 
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At  the  annual  town  meeting  you  will  be  asked  to  consider  the 
question  of  the  possibility  of  permanently  lessening  the  number  of 
our  schools.  In  order  to  save  time,  and  that  some  definite  plan 
may  be  before  you  ; we  would  respectfully  present  the  following : 

Ist.  That  scliools  Nos  6 and  7 be  united  and  that  one  of  the 
school  houses  be  moved,  to  some  site  on  the  west  side  of  West 
Rutland  village,  to  be  used  for  the  united  schools. 

2d.  That  No.  3 be  united  with  No.  2. 

3d.  That  No.  4 to  be  united  with  the  centre  and  No.  2,  as  most 
convenient. 

4th.  That  No.  9 be  united  with  the  centre  and  No.  8,  as  most 
convenient. 

5th.  That  the  unnecessary  houses  be  sold,  in  order  that  the  con- 
centration may  be  regarded  as  final. 

The  expense  for  books  has  been  large  ; it  is  probable  that  the  rea- 
son for  this  is,  that  many  who  last  year  brought  their  owvn  books  to 
school  have  this  year  neglected  to  do  so,  and  consequently  a large 
proportion  of  the  pupils  in  our  schools  have  required  a full  equip- 
ment. 

In  brief,  we  make  the  following  recommendations.  1st,  That  a 
graded  school  be  established  at  the  Centre.  2d,  That  there  be  five 
outside  schools.  3d,  That  the  sum  of  11400.00  be  raised  for  their 
support.

Repairs  have  been  made  the  past  year  upon  all  of  the  roads, 
and  where  any  general  use  was  made,  to  have  them  in  as  good  con- 
dition as  might  be  reasonably  expected  when  the  amount  of 
appropriation  and  the  number  of  miles  of  road  is  taken  into  consid- 
eration. There  are  yet  remaining  some  number  of  miles  of  road 
w^here  no  great  • improvement  can  be  made  without  quite  a large 
outlay.  Your  attention  has  been  called  to  some  of  them  in  former 
Teport  in  regard  to  continuing  them  as  highways. 


There  is  a matter  concerning  our  highways  wliich  is  impor- 
tant, and  in  which  the  surveyor,  in  his  limitations,  can  do  but  little. 
That  is  the  subject  of  shade  trees.  The  custom  prevails  that  where 
parties  owning  woodland  adjoining  the  highways  and  selling  the 
same,  or  causing  the  same  to  be  cut,  include  that  which  is  within  the 
limits  of  the  highway,  thereby  depriving  our  roads  of  much  of  their 
attraction.  It  would  seem  that  tlie  Town  mi<xht  guard  against  this 
by  pruning  such  trees  as  are  suitable  for  sliade  and  ornamental 
purposes,  thereby  taking  ])ossession  of  the  same.  In  this  connec- 
tion, I would  like  to  refer  to  a ])articular  tree,  thougli  it  be  out  of 
my  limits,  and  possibly  out  of  the  towns’  jurisdiction.  I refer  to 
the  old  elm,  that  grand  old  elm,  which  stands  near  the  house  of 
Henry  Mooi  e.  Some  measures  should  be  taken  by  individuals  in 
the  town  to  lengthen  out  the  days  of  this  grand  tree.  It  is  in  need 
of  support  of  bands  of  iron  and  shores  to  preserve  it.  The  owner, 
Henry  Moore,  would  gladly  co-operate  with  any  one  for  its  protec- 
tion. For  more  than  a century  of  time  has  this  grand  tree  swelled 
out  through  its  branches  loud  anthems  of  rejoicing  in  our  days  of 
I triumph,  and  in  our  days  of  adversity,  has  chanted  forth  through 
its  leafy  and  leafull  branches,  sweeter  music  than  can  be  played  by 
any  instrument  made  by  the  hand  of  man.  It  would  seem  proper 
that  measures  might  be  devised  for  its  protection,  and  send  it  down 
to  its  second  century  of  life. 

ft  It  seems  desirable  that  a building  should  be  erected  for  the 

housing  of  the  road  machines  and  tools  of  the  town,  or  some  other 
i|ji  provision  made  for  the  care  of  the  same. 

I The  condition  of  the  highways  of  the  town  the  past  year,  it 

•.^imay  not  be  becoming  in  me  to  speak,  so  I will  only  call  to  your 
notice,  that  measures  are  now  before  the  legislature,  compelling 
V towns  to  elect  a Highway  Commission  to  look  after  their  roads,  and 
h in  one  of  the  arguments  at  the  hearings,  was  cited  the  town  of 
Rutland  for  its  great  improvement  in  roads  since  the  new  system 
j was  adopted. 

[Proper  or  improper,  I cannot  close  this  report  without  calling 
to  your  attention  the  small  amount  of  your  appropriation,  (fifteen 
hundred  dollars),  for  nearly  one  hundred  miles  of  road.

REPORT  OF  THE 


SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


Fellow  Citizens  : 

With  the  close  of  another  School  year,  your  Committee  re- 
spectfully submit  their  annual  report. 

Upon  entering  upon  their  duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  a 
vacancy  occurred  in  the  Board,  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  W. 
A.  Hunter,  to  whose  efficient  service  we  wish  at  this  point  to  bear 
willing* testimony.  Subsequently,  at  a meeting  of  the  Selectmen 
and  School  Committee  called  for  that  purpose,  Dea.  Charles  R. 
Bartlett  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Our  attention  was  first  directed  to  the  condition  of  our  ' 
SCHOOL  HOUSES, 

several  of  which  were  found  to  be  badly  in  need  of  repairs.  Such 
repairs  as  were  necessary  were  accordingly  made  upon  the  houses  at 
Nos.  5,  8 and  9 respectively.  In  this  part  of  their  work  your  Com- 
mittee have  sought /to  be  as  economical  as  consistent  with  durability. 
The  expense  incurred  will  be  found  in  the  financial  table  appended 
to  this  report. 

In  compliance  with  the 

VOTE  OF  THE  TOWN 

at  the  last  annual  town  meeting,  schools  have  been  held  in  all  our 
school  houses  both  summer  and  winter,  though  in  one  or  two  in- 
stances, in  the  judgment  of  the  committee,  it  would  have  been  wiser 
to  have  consolidated,  thereby  making  larger  and  better  schools. 
Perhaps  this  is  not  the  time  to  make  radical  changes,  or  to  take  irre- 
vocable steps,  burning  our  bridges  behind  us ; but  would  it  not  be 
wise  for  the  town  to  leave  (by  vote)  the  matter  of  number  of  schools 
to  the  discretion  of  their  committee,  trusting  them  to  act  with  re- 
gard to  the  highest  good  of  all  ?

Your  committee  understand,  of  course,  that  such  votes,  either 
t^ermissive  or  restrictive,  do  not  bind  their  action,  but  that  under 
the  statute  they  are  left  thus  free  to  act  regardless  of  the  expressed 
wish  of  the  town  ; but  we  think  the  cases  are  exceptional  where  di- 
rect opposition  to  plans  thus  indorsed  by  the  town  is  wise. 

It  will  only  be  repeating  what  the  public  have  already  become 
familiar  with  in  all  our  smaller  towns,  to  say  that  the  education  we 
can  give  our  children  costs  too  much  per  capita.  The  reason  will 
be  evident  when  the  total  membership  divided  by  the  number  of 
schools  results  in  an  average  membership  of  22  for  ea^-h  school. 

FREQUENT  CHANGES  OF  TEACHERS 

necessarily  result  from  such  small  schools  and  meagre  wages,  and 
your  committee,  recognizing  the  fact,  have  sought  by  frequent  visits 
to  so  acquaint  themselves  with  the  attainments  of  the  different 
schools  as  to  be  of  material  service  in  advising  new  teachers  and 
laying  out  the  tvork  for  the  term. 

In  furtherance  of  this  idea,  and  also  with  a view  of  stimulating 
careful  work  and  emulation  between  the  vario as  schools  and  classes, 
a system  of  frequent 

WRITTEN  EXAMINATIONS 

has  been  adopted  in  all  the  schools,  the  results  of  wliich  are,  on  the 
whole,  very  satisfactory  to  the  committee.  Did  space  allow,  it 
would  be  interesting  and  profitable  to  introduce  at  this  point  a sam- 
ple examination  paper  with  the  per  cent  of  the  class  marked  thereon. 
Such  papers  are  always  to  be  seen  in  any  of  oiu*  schools  after  the 
sixth  week  of  the  term.  It  is  evident  that  these  papers  furnish  a 
reliable  basis  for  classification  of  pupils,  and  the  determination  of 
progress  or  the  lack  of  it. 

Also  by  weekly  report  cards  each  parent  is  informed  concerning 
the  work  and  deportment  of  his  children,  and  if  not  satisfactory 
they  open  a way  at  once  foi  explanation  or  mutual  consultation  bt-- 
tween  parents  and  teachers,  which  is  always  desirable. 

It  is  not  intended  that  these  reports  should  take  the  place  of  fre- 
quent visits  to  the  school  by  the  pai'ents,  and  we  wish  here  to  urge 
such  calls  as  most  salutary  in  their  influence  upon  the  schools,  and 
the  best  means  of  obtaining  reliable  information  concerning  them. 
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No  person,  certainly  no  parent,  ought  ever  to  harshly  criticise  a 
school  which  he  has  not  personally  visited. 

In  all  our  smaller  towns,  that 

GRADATION  OF  PUPILS 

which  exists  in  the  larger  towns  and  cities  is  not  possible,  even  if  it 
were  desirable.  But  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  even 
in  this  town  a definite  course  of  study  might  be  prepared  covering 
the  ground  advisable  to  be  gone  over  by  the  average  pupil  in  the 
common  schools,  upon  the  successful  completion  of  which  by  the 
pupils,  certificates  properly  prepared  and  signed  should  be  given. 
The  natural  effect  of  such  a plan  would  be  to  induce  the  pupil  to 
continue  in  school  after  the  statute  compelling  his  attendance  had 
lost  its  force  because  of  his  age,  and  to  stimulate  parents  to  the 
same  end.  But  we  shall  reckon  without  our  host  if  we  fail  to  note 
that  any  plan,  however  good  in  itself,  may  be  of  but  little  use  if  the 
teacher  be  not  in  synjpathy  with  it,  or  not  amply  qualified  by  nature 
and  education  for  her  work  ; while  even  a poor  plan  may  be  a suc- 
cess in  the  hands  of  a competent  and  enthusiastic  teacher. 

And  this  leads  us  to  remark  that  in  our  mind 

TEACHERS  IN  GENERAL 
may  be  divided  into  three  classes  ; viz. 

I.  Excellent, — those  who  possess  marked  ability  to  teach,  togeth- 
er with  enthusiasm  arising  from  love  of  the  work  ; 

II.  Good, — those  who  having  less  ability,  still  are  zealous  in  their 
work,  an<l  constantly  imju’oving; 

III.  Indifferent, — those  who  know  less  of  the  principles  of  teach- 
ing, and  have  no  special  love  for  it. 

Teachers  who  belong  to  the  first  two  classes  it  is  always  desirable 
to  retain. 

It  is  an  entirely  erroneous  idea,  entertained,  however,  by  many, 
that  education  alone  makes  the  teacher,  and  that  lack  of  success  as 
a teacher  necessarily  involves  reproach.  No  truth  is  more  patent 
than  that  people  differ  in  gifts  and  adaptation  to  certain  kinds  of 
work.  Would  all  our  best  educated  men  even  make  successful  law- 
yers, physicians  or  merchants?  The  question  answers  itself. 

As  a whole,  our  teachers  have  been  faithful,  the  work  has  pro- 
ceeded harmoniously,  and  the  results  attained  warrant  us  in  saying 
that  it  has  been  successfully  done. 
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It  is  but  just  to  say,  that  many  of  our  teachers  have  done  work 
that  money  alone  can  not  fully  recompense. 

But  is  there  nothing  else,  by  proper  attention  to  which  our  schools 
may  bo  improved  ? Most  assuredly,  yes. 

Home  government,  and  proper  moral  influence  there  ; active  in- 
terest and  encouragement  in  the  work  of  your  children;  attention 
tliat  your  children  are  constant  and  punctual  at  school;  sympathy 
with  and  the  firm  sui)port  of  the  teacher,  especially  at  home; — these 
and  many  others  so  often  enumerated  in  school  reports  and  else- 
where, will  be  of  material  aid  in  making  our  schools  what  we  all 
wish  to  see  them, — the  best  possible. 

OXE  NEED 

which  seems  to  us  imperative  must  not  fail  of  mention.  There  are 
no  suitable  wall  maps  in  our  schools,  and  consequently  the  work  in 
history  and  geography  is  much  retarded.  Indeed,  it  is  utterly  im- 
possible to  do  good  work  in  either  branch  without  them.  The  ex- 
pense of  even  a limited  number  will  be  considerable,  but  it  seems  to 
us  false  economy  to  delay  their  purchase  longer. 

Finally,  Fellow  Citizens,  we  have  taken  it  for  granted  that  you 
are  all  as  much  interested  in  the  welfare  of  our  common  schools, 
“ the  common  educators  of  the  common  people,”  as  your  committee 
can  be  ; that  you  realize  the  relation  they  sus.tain  to  our  civil  gov- 
ernment and  free  institutions,  and  that  you  will  wisely  and  liberally 
provide  for  their  proper  maintenance  in  the  coming  year.

By  the  generosity  of  Hon.  John  E.  Russell,  principally,  and 
others,  there  has  been  about  forty  books  and  reports  given  to  the 
Library  the  past  year,  which  makes  the  whole  number  of  books  one 
thousand,  four  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  (1,497),  besides  a num- 
ber of  volumes  of  reports  that  have  not  been  put  upon  the 
catalogue. 

Number  of  books  taken  out  for  the  past  year,  two  thousand, 
and  fourteen,  (2,014),  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  sometimes  a book 
taken  out  is  read  by  two  or  three  families  before  it  is  returned, 
probably  the  Library  should  have  the  credit  of  two  thousand,  five 
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hundred  (2,500),  and  perhaps  more.  This  is  all  well  enough,  if 
the  books  are  not  damaged.  Your  committee  think  it  would  be 
well  to  have  a new  catalogue  prepared  and  printed,  as  the  old  ones 
are  pretty  nearly  gone,  and  would  recommend  that  the  copies  be 
sold  to  those  that  want  them  at  cost,  and  then  they  would  not  be 
destroyed  so  soon.  We  would  also  renew  the  remarks  and  recom- 
mendations of  former  reports.

REPORT  OF  THE 


SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


Fellow  Citizexs  : 

Your  Committee  recoguizing  the  fact  that  they  are  the  guardians 
of  your  dearest  interest,  and  that  as  such  they  are  responsible  to  you 
for  the  manner  in  which  they  execute  their  trust,  deem  it  not  less 
due  to  you  than  becoming  to  them  that  they  make  you  at  least  an 
annual  report,  even  though  the  statute  did  not  require  it. 

When  we  compare  our  plans  for  the  good  of  our  schools  with 
their  execution,  and  our  hopes  with  their  realization,  we  are  both 
gratified  and  disappointed  ; gratified  that  much  commendable  work 
has  been  done,  and  disappointed  that  in  any  case  and  for  any  cause 
success  has  not  been  marked,  — for  at  that  we  aimed. 

Contrary  to  our  hopes  in  the  direction  of  consolidating  some  of 
our  schools,  we  have  supported  schools  in  all  our  school  houses, 
both  summer  and  winter.  In  each,  with  one  exception,  the  sessions 
conformed  to  minimum  limit  of  the  State  Law,  viz  : — six  months. 
The  exception  was  No.  3 School,  where  an  epidemic  of  measles  in 
the  summer  term  and  a few  cases  of  scarlatina  in  the  winter,  com- 
pelled us  to  reduce  the  number  of  w^eeks  of  school  from  twenty- 
four  to  twenty-two.  This  deficit  of  two  weeks  will  be  added  to  the 
next  terra,  if  circumstances  favor. 

Early  in  the  year  we  caused  to  be  placed  in  our  school  houses 
large  wall  maps,  and  wm  believe  it  is  due  largely  to  this  fact  that 
there  has  been  an  increased  interest  in  the  study  of  history  and 
geography  in  our  schools  during  the  past  year.  The  proficiency 
attained  by  some  of  the  classes  in  these  branches  being  all  that  could 
be  expected,  if  not  all  that  could  be  desired. 
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The  work  in  arithmetic  and  writing,  also,  has  been  satisfactory, 
many  classes  in  the  former,  evincing  under  examination,  ability  to 
perform  practical  work  outside  of  the  text  book,  and  a knowledge 
of  business  forms  alike  creditable  to  themselves  and  their  instructors. 

The  success  in  grammar  and  reading  Jtias  not  been  so  marked, 
there  being  an  evident  distaste  in  the  minds  of  a majority  of  our 
pupils  for  the  former,  and  in  the  latter  a desire  to  use  books  unsuited 
to  their  capacity.  It  is  a common  thing  to  find  classes  using  the 
fourth  reader  who  are  hardly  competent  to  use  the  third. 

Careful  and  competent  supervision  on  the  part  of  the  Committee 
would  do  much  to  remedy  this  fault  did  your  Committee  feel  warran- 
ted to  spend  so  much  time  in  the  school  room,  but  under  our  pres- 
ent system,  or  lack  of  it,  much  must  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the 
‘teachers,  and  it  is  just  here  that  experience  and  sound  judgment  on 
their  part  go  a long  way  in  determining  real  progress  in  our  schools. 

Those  parents  who  tell  their  children  that  there  is  no  use  in  study- 
ing grammar,  do  very  unwisely,  and,  in  our  opinion,  are  mainly  re- 
sponsible for  the  distaste  in  the  minds  of  the  pupils  just  alluded  to. 

Can  any  one  question  the  importance  that  our  children  be  taught 
to  speak,  read  and  write  the  English  Language  correctly  ? 

The  pupils  who  go  out  of  our  public  schools,  should  not  only  be 
able  to  think  clearly,  but  to  understand  the  discourse  of  others  and 
to  express  their  own  thoughts  with  purity  and  precision  ; and  to 
our  mind  no  attainment  in  other  branches  can  properly  take  the 
place  of  this. 

In  the  report  of  last  year  your  Committee  expressed  the  opinion 
that  a course  of  study,  with  suitable  gradations,  prepared  especially 
to  meet  the  needs  of  our  common  schools  would  be  of  advantage. 
So  thoroughly  convinced  of  the  necessity  of  such  a plan  are  we  to- 
day that  early  in  the  coming  year  a move  will  be  made  in  this 
direction. 

It  was  a comparatively  easy  matter  to  prepare  a course  of  study, 
but  to  select  the  one  best  adapted  to  the  needs  of  small  ungraded 
schools  like  ours  requires  intimate  knowledge  of  the  capabliities 
and  actual  attainments  of  the  pupils,  and  such  familiarity  it  has 
been  our  aim  to  acquire  during  the  past  year. , 
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It  is  a matter  earnestly  to  be  wished  that  we  could  give  our  child- 
ren better  school  advantages.  Three  terms  of  ten  weeks  each  is 
none  too  much,  and,  it  seems  to  us  to  be  the  least  we  ought  to  have, 
but  this  would  necessitate  nearly  one-fourth  additional  expense 
under  the  present  arrangement  of  supporting  ten  schools. 

It  is  not  difficult  to  understand  how  inuch  the  long  vacations  of 
three  months  each  interfere  with  the  habits  of  study  and  retard  the 
progress  of  our  pupils.  Indeed  it  is  a matter  of  wonder  that  so 
favorable  a re  cord  can  be  made  and  as  much  interest  developed  as 
we  often  see. 

But  if  we  cannot  have  longer  terms  of  school,  and  that  is  a 
matter  that  you.  Fellow  Citizens,  in  your  wisdom  must  decide,  allow 
us  to  suggest  that  both  on  the  part  of  parents  and  pupils  every 
effort  be  made  to  reap  the  full  benefit  of  the  opportunities  we  have. 

It  may  seem  to  some  a slight  thing  to  keep  a child  out  of  school 
two  weeks  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  to  work,  but  he  will  not 
recover  from  it  during  the  term,  and  the  injury  is  not  confined 
to  him  but  affects  the  whole  school  as  well.  It  is  the  intention 
of  your  Committee  to  see  to  it  that  every  child  in  town,  of  school 
age,  is  in  school  during  the  whole  of  the  school  year.  Will  you 
aid  us  in  this  matter  by  having  your  children  there  ? 

Again,  we  can  supplement  the  work  of  our  schools  by  providing 
suitable,  entertaining  and  instructive  reading  during  vacations,  and 
we  have  a library,  free  to  all,  which  if  wisely  used  will  afford  such 
opportunity. 

Once  more,  an  entering  into  “ society,”  so  called,  at  an  early  age 
distracts  many  a boy  or  girl  and  entirely  incapacitates  them  for 
solid  intellectual  work.  Those  great  men  whose  “Lives  ‘remind  us 
we  can  make  our  lives  sublime,”  did  not  gather  their  philosophy  at 
the  village  store,  nor  acquire  their  elegance  of  diction  in  the  public 
street. 

No,  let  us  the  rather  put  our  boys  and  girls — and  let  us  still  call 
them  boys  and  girls — en  rapport  with  nature  listening  to  her  multi- 
frarious  voices  so  calculated  to  instruct  and  develop  the  human 
mind  and  so  elevating  to  the  moral  nature.  Then,  when  the  proper 
time  arrives  they  will,  without  doubt,  find  their  proper  place  in 
society  and  be  able  to  hold  that  position  to  their  own  credit  and  to 
the  honor  of  the  Commonwealth.

Greeting  : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you  are  di- 
rected to  notify  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Rutland  qualified  to 
vote  in  elections  and  in  Town  affairs  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Rutland,  on  Monday,  the  fourth  day  of  March  next,  at  nine 
o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  to  wit : 

1.  To  choose  a Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

2.  To  choose  a Town  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  Reports  of  the  Town  Offi- 
cers for  the  past  year,  or  act  thereon. 

4.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  and  Committees  for  the 
ensuing  year, 

5.  To  determine  the  manner  of  Repairing  the  Highways,  and 
making  them  passable  when  encumbered  with  snow. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Treasurer  shall  be  Collector  of  Taxes,  and  to 
determine  the  compensation  of  the  Treasurer  and  Collector. 

7.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Public  Schools  ; for  Repairs  on  the  Highways  ; for  the 
support  of  the  l^oor  ; for  Lighting  the  Street  Lamps  ; for  use  Me- 
morial day  ; for  Contingent  Expenses  and  paying  Debts,  and  appro- 
priate the  same.

REPORT  OF  THE 


SCHOOL  COMMITTEE, 


For  the  year  1888. 


Fellow  Citizens  : 

In  presenting  their  annual  report,  your  Committee  feel  justi- 
fied in  claiming  that  the  usual  degree  of  proficiency  on  the  part  of 
the  pupils,  and  wisely  directed  effort  on  the  part  of  teachers,  have 
combined  to  render  the  work  of  both  generally  satisfactory. 

The  sessions  of  two  schools  have  been  broken  by  sickness  and  re- 
signation of  teachers.  Otherwise  the  school  year  has  been  divided 
into  two  terms,  the  first  of  ten  weeks,  the  second  of  fourteen,  with 
a week’s  recess  at  Thanksgiving. 

Also,  and  in  addition  to  the  above,  a High  School  has  been  main- 
tained at  the  Centre  for  a term  of  twenty  weeks,  with  two  weeks’ 
recess  at  Thanksgiving.  This  school  has  been  open  to  all  pupils 
qualified  to  enter,  and  is  the  subject  of  a special  report  by  the  Com- 
mittee thereon.

Tlie  amount  expended  for  repairs  is  unusually  large,  but  your 
Committee  offer  no  apology  for  this  large  expenditure,  deeming  the 
cause  for  the  same  imperative. 

To  speak  more  in  detail  : 

The  School  Houses  in  Nos.  3,  4,  and  Centre  liave  been  shingled 
and  painted. 

No.  6 has  been  i)lastored  inside  and  papered. 

Both  rooms  at  the  Centre  have  been  renovated,  by  being  newly 
painted,  i^apered  and  wdiitened,  while  new  furniture  has  been  placed 
in  the  upper  room. 

But  while  this  seems  large,  yet  much  more  is  needed.  It  would 
be  poor  economy  not  to  paint  and  otherwise  rej^air  nearly  all  the 
other  houses. 

We  estim.itc  that  the  expense  of  such  repairs  the  coining  year 
will  not  fall  short  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

The  question,  how  to  reduce  the  expenditures  for  Schools  without 
irnjiairing  their  efficiency,  is  to  us  a very  important  one.  Obviously 
it  cannot  be  accomplished  by  reducing  the  salary  of  teachers,  nor 
the  amount  spent  for  text  books' and  school  supplies. 

There  is  but  one  way,  as  your  Committee  think,  by  which  the  de- 
sired end  may  be  attained,  viz.  to  reduce  the  number  of  schools; 
and  this  can  only  be  done  by  piandding  transportation  to  such  as 
live  at  an  ‘‘  unreasonable  ” distance  from  schools. 

The  School  Committee,  however,  are  unable  to  do  this  without 
your  consent,  and  an  ajipropriation  for  the  same.  With  such  appro- 
priation, at  least  three  schools  might  be  suspended  the  coming  year. 
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SPECIAL  REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  High  a,nd  Grammur  Scliool  lerin  of  twenty  weeks,  taught  by 
Mr.  W.  A.  Wheeler,  was  well  attended.  The  whole  number  who 
availed  themselves  of  the  ])rivilege  was  thirty-nine  ; a larger  part  of 
the  membership  coming  frqm  remote  sections  of  the  town.  The 
average  membership  for  the  entire  term,  twenty-nine  and  four-fifths. 
The  number  ])ursuing  higher  branches  than  ai-e  taught  in  the  com- 
mon schools,  twenty-nine.  Number  over  fifteen  years  of  age,  twen- 
ty-six. The  cost  of  this  school,  including  fuel  and  janitorship,  was 
1*265,  or  eight  and  four-fifths  dollars  per  pupil. 

The  above  statement  of  facts  proves  conclusively  that  there  is  a 
a great  demand  for  such  school  advantages.  The  Town  has  been 
fortunate  in  having  the  services  of  so  competent  an  instructor,  who 
spared  no  pains  to  make  his  teaching  practical.  The  older  and 
more  advanced  scholars  have  had  the  opportunity  of  perfecting 
themselves  in  the  common  branches,  and  also  of  pursuing  more  ad- 
vanced studies,  which  many  would  have  found  it  impossible  to  have 
secured  out  of  town,  on  account  of  the  additional  expense.

In  regard  to  this  extra  expense,  we  have  to  say,  that  the  Bridge  ex- 
penses were  unavoidable,  as  upon  examination  by  experts  they  were 
found  unsafe  for  public  use.  The  new  ones  we  regard  as  a credit 
to  the  builder.  The  extra  expense  on  the  Highways  was  for  the 
most  part  unavoidable,  as  we  deemed  it  necessary,  to  protect  the 
Town  from  damage  and  liability  to  litigation.

REPORT  OF  THE 


SCHOOL  COMMITTEE, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1889. 


Fellow  Citizens  : 

Nine  scliools  have  been  maintained  during  the  year  Just  closed, 
seven  of  which  have  been  continued  through  the  entire  year,  and 
two  have  been  consolidated  for  half  the  year  with  neighboring  ones, 
there  being  in  them  an  insufficient  number  of  pupils  to  warrant  the 
Committee  in  continuing  tlieir  separate  existence. 

There  has  been  no  school  in  No.  9 during  the  year;  the  school  in 
No.  2 was  united  with  No,  4 in  the  summer,  and  No.  3 was  consol- 
idated with  the  same  in  the  winter. 

AYe  estimate  the  advantages  of  such  consolidation  to  be  many. 
Among  them  may  be  mentioned  : 

1st.  Better  schools,  more  ambition  on  the  part  of  both  pupils 
and  teacher. 

2d.  We  are  able  to  secure  better  teachers,"  no  teacher  who  is 
anxious  to  excel  in  her  calling  prefers  to  have  a school  of  half  a 
dozen  pupils. 

3d.  In  many,  if  not  in  all  cases,  the  pupils  are  transported  from 
their  own  to  the  neighboring  school  with  less  exposure  of  physical 
health  than  to  walk  the  half  mile  or  more  to  their  own  school-house. 

4th.  Less  cases  of  absenteeism  and  tardiness ; in  fact,  none  of 
the  latter  on  the  part  of  children  thus  carried. 

5th.  Less  expense;  the  cost  of  transportation  of  a school  of  10 
or  less  pupils  is  accomplished  at  about  one-half  the  expense  of  main- 
taining a school. 
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6th.  If  this  policy  could  be  extended  to  one  or  two  more  schools, 
an  addition  of  from  two  to  four  weeks  might  be  made  to  our  pres- 
ent school  year  without  extra  expense  therefor. 

Is  not  the  end  sought  worthy  our  attention  and  action? 

Your  Committee  therefore,  in  view  of  the  above,  consider  their 
policy  a good*  one,  and  ask  that  you  make  the  necessary  appropria- 
tion for  its  continuance  and  extension. 

In  general  we  consider  the  condition  of  the  schools  during  the 
’ past  year  as  fully  up  to  the  average ; but  we  freely  admit  that  this 
average  is  not  as  high  as  we  desire  and  hope  to  see  it  in  tlie  near 
future. 

When  our  teachers  fully  understand  and  faithfully  execute  our 
directions,  relative  to  our  course  of  study,  introduced  this  year,  we 
may  expect  better  results. 

Our  teachers’  meetings  have  been  for  the  most  part  a failure,  on 
account  of  the  weather  and  other  circumstances,  at  the  appointed 
times  therefor,  and  thus  we  have  been  deprived  of  an  important 
element  of  success  in  our  work  as  we  believe. 

That  the  Committee  should  at  certain  times  visit  all  the  schools, 
note  their  excellencies  and  defects,  address  the  pupils  on  such  mat- 
ters as  seem  to  them  wise  and  judicious;  and  immediately  after- 
ward, at  a teachers’  meeting,  make  such  suggestions  to  the  teachers 
as  the  results  of  their  visit  and  the  good  of  the  schools  call  for;  and 
in  a familiar  way  confer  thus  with  the  teachers  concerning  the  work 
of  individual  scliools,  both  answering  questions  and  hearing  the  ex- 
perience of  those  teachers  who  are  qualified  to  advise,  thereby  not 
only  acquainting  themselves  with  the  work  of  each  school-room,  but 
bearing  a part  themselves  in  making  the  school  a success,  is,  in  our 
mind  the  ideal  of  supervision  of  country  schools  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee. Such  a plan  calls  for  time  and  thought,  but  for  such  time  and 
thought  a town  can  well  afford  to  pay. 

The  indifference  of  parents  as  to  their  childrens  progress  in  school 
as  evinced  by  the  names  of  visitors  in  the  registers  of  various 
schools  is  a matter  to  which  we  take  occasion  to  call  the  attention 
of  every  parent. 
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Text  Books  and  Repairs. 

A thorough  examination  of  the  condition  of  text  books  in  use  in 
the  schools  reveals  the  fact  that  the  larger  portion  of  them  are  in  a 
poor  condition  and  must  be  renewed  before  the  beginning  of  another 
school  year.  In  many  cases  exchanges  will  be  made  and  thereby 
much  expense  saved. 

The  condition  of  some  of  the  school  houses  and  out  building  de- 
mands immediate  attention  and  this  also  will  be  a source  of  con- 
siderable expense  which  must  be  anticipated  in  the  next  financial 
year. 

SPECIAL  REPORT  OF  THE  GRAMMAR  SCHOOL. 

This  School  was  taught  by  Mr.  W.  A.  Wheeler,  one  of  your  Com- 
mittee. Although  the  school  ended  at  the  close  of  the  fifteenth 
week,  cutting  short  the  term  five  weeks  from  what  the  Committee 
intended,  it  was  evident  that  it  had  been  one  of  the  most  successful 
terms  ever  taught  here  by  this  teacher.,  Mr.  Wheeler  has  the  fac- 
ulty of  making  his  teaching  very  practical,  and  the  many  things  he 
employs  to  illustrate  his  teaching,  assists  the  pupil  very  much  in 
comprehending  the  subject  he  is  studying. 

There  wmre  thirty-one  of  the  more  advanced  scholars,  who  avail- 
ed themselves  of  the  advantages  of  this  school.  Every  school  in 
town  being  represented,  many  coming  three  and  four  miles  without 
being  absent  a single  day  during  the  term.  The  whole  number  pur- 
suing higher  branches  was  twenty-four. 

The  value  of,  and  the  manifest  interest  in  this  school  of  higher 
grade,  should  guarantee  its  continuance.  We  trust  all  who  are 
qualified  in  our  schools  will  in  the  future  secure  the  extra  advan- 
tages or  this  school.

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REPORT  OF  THE 


SCHOOL  COMMITTEE, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  -1891. 


Fellow  Citizens  : 

Departing  from  the  usual  custom  of  late  years,  your  Committee 
present  thus  early  and  in  a separate  pamj^hlet,  their  annual  report. 

We  do  this  in  order  to  call  your  careful  attention  to  the  results 
of  another  year’s  work  in  our  schools,  and  that  you  may  be  the  better 
prepared  to  act  understandingly  and  to  plan  the  more  wisely  for 
the  coming  year. 

Repaies. 

Extensive  Repairs  had  long  been  necessary  upon  the  South 
schpol-house.  The  cramped  condition  of  the  room  gave  no  opportu- 
nity for  proper  class  exercises,  and  one  small  entry  way  served  as  a 
cloak  room  for  all  the  pupils.  Added  to  this,  the  condition  of  the 
clapboarding  and  roof  rendered  the  building  positively  dangerous 
to  the  health  of  those  daily  assembled  there.  Accordingly,  an  addi- 
tion of  eight  feet,  giving  two  cloak  rooms,  a wood  room  and  a 
covered  passage  way  between  the  doors  was  made ; new  sills  were 
put  in  and  the  underpinning  laid  in  cement ; the  roof  was  shingled, 
a new  chimney  built,  and  the  room  newly  plastered,  painted  and 
papered.  As  regards  room,  light,  black-board  room,  and  general 
comfort  and  convenience,  this  house  will  now  compare  favorably 
with  any  other  in  town. 
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The  houses  in  North  Rutland  and  New  Boston  have  also  received 
attention,  the  plastering  being  renewed,  some  new  sheathing  put  in^ 
and  both  were  newly  papered,  rendering  them  bright  and  attractive. 
Your  Committee  fully  believe  in  the  beneficial  influence  of  neat 
and  attraclive  school-rooms,  and  only  from  motives  of  economy  has 
anything  been  omitted  in  this  direction. 

Number  of  Schools. 

During  the  summer  term  No.  2 was  united  with  No.  4,  No.  6 with 
No.  7,  No.  8 with  No.  1,  and  No.  9 with  the  Centre,  making  by  this 
plan  six  schools  besides  the  Grammar  school  at  tlie  centre. 

For  the  fall  and  winter  ter.ms  No.  1 was  united  with  No.  8,  and 
a school  was  maintained  in  No.  6 because  of  lack  of  room' at  AVest 
Rutland.  These  consolidations  have  been  accompanied  with  as 
little  friction  as  could  be  expected ; the  plan  proposed  by  the  Com- 
mittee being  generally  acquiesced  in  by  the  parties  interested. 
AYhat  your  Committee  have  done  in  this  direction  has  been  entirely 
with  a view  to  the  highest  good  of  all  concerned,  and  especially  to 
the  advantage  of  the  schools  thus  brought  together. 

Conveyance  of  Pupils.  ■ 

Under  the  above  system,  pupils  were  carried  from  No.  2 to  No.  4, 
No.  6 to  No.  7,  No.  8 to  No.  1,  and  from  No.  9 to  the  Centre. 
Transportation  was  also  furnished  to  such  pupils  of  the  Grammar 
school  as  would  otherwise  have  been  unable  to  attend  on  account  of 
distance. 

Two  dollars  per  week  was  paid  to  the  North  Rutland  pupils,  and 
transportation  by  rail  was  furnished  those  who  came  from  AY est 
Rutland.  The  total  cost  of  conveying  such  scholars  was  about 
840.  VTe  believe  this  expenditure  to  be  only  a measure  of  justice 
to  those  so  aided,  and  we  regret  that  it  could  not  have  been  con- 
tinued through  the  year. 
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Length  of  the  School  Yeae. 


For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  our  town  the  public  schools  have 
been  in  session  twenty-eight  weeks — seven  months,  instead  of  six  as 
formerly.  This  is  a great  gain  ; an  important  step  in  the  right  di- 
rection ; but  we  ought  at  least  to  increase  it  to  thirty  weeks. 

State  of  the  Schools. 

The  condition  of  our  schools  was  never,  in  the  opinion  of  your 
Committee,  more  satisfactory  than  at  the  present  time.  The  pu- 
pils’ interest  has  steadily  increased,  the  daily  attendance  improved  ; 
the  methods  of  teaching  are  in  accord  with  more  modern  standards  ; 
the  supervision  more  intelligent  and  helpful  to  the  teachers,  and  the 
results  as  shown  by  the  daily  work  and  examinations  are  creditable 
alike  to  teachers  and  pupils,  and  satisfactory  to  all  concerned. 

Hardly  too  much  credit  can  be  given  to  the  snperior  corps  of 
teachers  whose  enthusiasm  and  patience  have  contributed  so  largely 
to  the  success  attained. 

Teachers’  Meetings. 

Six  teachers’  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year  and  have, 
in  most  instances  been  attended  by  all  the  teachers.  Here,  topics 
of  great  interest  have  been  discussed,  embracing  methods  of  teach- 
ing, primary  work,  discipline  and  moral  training.  Here,  also,  ques- 
tions of  government  and  difficulties,  real  or  imaginary,  are  talked 
|i  over,  the  long  and  varied  experience  of  some,  supplementing  the 
I inexperience  of  others,  to  the  great  advantage  of  the  latter.  As 
' long  as  we  must  have  young  teachers  without  previous  training, 
the  necessity  for  such  meetings  is  imperative. 

As  a help  to  such  inexperienced  teachers,  without  normal  train- 
ing, we  fully  approve  the  plan  adopted  in  many  places  of  requiring 
an  apprenticeship  served  with  some  good  teachers  in  the  same 
grade  of  school  as  that  desired  by  the  candiate;  but  they  should 
serve  only  with  those  teachers  whose  methods  and  work  are  fully 
ai)proved  by  the  Committee. 
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Music. 


We  deem  it  fully  time  that  the  rudiments  of  vocal  music  were 
taught  as  a regular  branch  of  study  in  the  schools.  Ten  minutes  or 
even  less  a day  given  to  this  branch  would  show  results  that  would 
surprise  many  and  in  a few  years  there  would  be  but  few  children 
educated  in  this  town  unacquainted  with  this  refining  and  delight- 
ful art. 
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Drawing. 


More  attention  should  also  be  given  to  drawing,  especially  in  the 
vounger  classes.  Both  the  mental  and  manual  training  it  gives  is 
of  much  practical  value.  Some  very  satisfactorv  work  has  been 
done  in  this  direction  in  some  of  oui  schools. 

Nature  Study. 


Under  the  head  of  observation  lessons  in  the  course  of  study, 
nature  study  has  received  more  attention  this  year  than  ever  before. 
This  study  is  deservedly  popular  and  of  great  benefit  to  all  the 
pupils.  AVhen  children  see  the  various  forms  of  plant  and  animal 
life  and  learn  to  classify  them  and  study  their  habits,  they  are  at 
once  being  educated  and  delivered  from  many  of  the  temptations 
tliat  beset  the  minds  of  children  and  youth.  In  sOme  instances 
collections  of  various  kinds  of  wood  and  leaves  have  been  started, 
and  we  commend  tlie  practice  to  all  the  schools. 

Visitors. 

Mr.  George  A.  Walton  and  Mr.  A.  W.  Edson,  agents  of  the. 
Mass.  Board  of  Education,  have  held  an  afternoon  teachers’  meet-J 
ing  and  addressed  a public  meeting  in  the  evening  i which  latter,j 
we  regret  to  say,  was  thinly  attended,  because  of  a severe  storm.] 
Such  visits  are  helpful  in  every  way. 

Supervision. 

Your  Committee  have  tried  to  do  their  duty  by  the  schools,  not] 
only  complying  with  the  letter  of  the  law,  but  with  its  spirit  as  well.] 
VVe  have  felt  that  while  we  could  have  done  more,  and  we  believe] 
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with  advantage  to  the  schools,  yet  that  if  we  should  do  all  the  work 
that  a paid  superintendent  is  expected  to  do,  the  expense  entailed 
would  hardly  be  justifiable  in  your  eyes.  There  is  no  question  but 
that  a district  superintendent  giving  his  whole  time  and  attention 
to  this  subject,  can  at  less  relative  expense  to  the  town,  do  more 
efficient  work  than  the  present  School  Committee. 

The  question  of  joining  a district  and  enjoying  the  benefits  of 
district  supervision  ought  to  be  carefully  considered  by  the  town. 

Grammar  School. 

The  establishment  of  a graded  school  for  our  older  pupils,  is  not, 
as  many  suppose,  dependent  on  the  vote  of  the  town,  and  such  a 
school,  is,  in  the  mind  of  your  Committee,  an  imperative  necessity. 
Fully  one-fifth  of  all  the  scholars  in  town  are  members  of  this 
school,  and  every  part  of  the  town  being  represented  is  benefitted 
thereby.  Our  duty  toward  these  older  pupils  is  plainly  to  furnish 
them  opportunities  for  an  education  the  best  the  town  can  afford. 
While  it  is  impossible  to  retain  for  more  than  a term  or  two  suitable 
teachers  for  this  school,  on  account  of  insufficient  salary,  yet  if  the 
work  is  carefully  planned  by  the  Committee,  and  they  are  familiar 
with  the  standing  of  the  various  classes,  this  evil — and  it  is  an  evil 
— can  be  partly  overcome. 

The  expense  of  sending,  even  a few  pupils,  to  other  places  to  ob- 
tain no  better  tuition  than  can  be  given  here,  would  equal  the  cost 
of  this  school  anji  still  leave  the  large  proportion  of  our  pupils, 
needing  such  instruction  wholly  unprovided  for.  We  think  the  suc- 
cess of  the  past  year  demands  its  continuance. 

School  Supplies. 

In  estimating  the  expenses  for  the  coming  year,  quite  an  amount 
must  be  allowed  for  supplies  other  than  the  necessary  text  books. 
While  good  tools  do  not  always  make  good  workmen,  yet  certain  it 
is  that  without  good  implements  the  best  work  cannot  be  done. 
Our  school-rooms  need  tables,  blocks,  more  black-board  room,  maps. 
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charts,  and  books  for  sight  reading.  One  hundred  and  twenty  dol- 
lars is  a fair  estimate  of  such  necessary  expense.  Your  Committee 
have  been  so  desirous  of  lengtheng  the  school  year,  while  keeping 
within  the  appropriations  for  schools,  that  little  has  been  done  in 
this  direction  the  past  year. 

Memorial  Day. 

Section  1 of  chapter  111,  of  the  Acts  and  Resolves  of  1890, 
reads  as  follows : 

“In  all  the  public  schools  of  this  Commonwealth,  the  last  session 
prior  to  Memorial  Day,  or  a portion  thereof,  shall  be  devoted  to 
exercises  of  a patriotic  nature.” 

Accordingly  in  each  of  the  schools  a programme  suitable  to  the 
occasion  was  made  out,  including  recitations,  declamations,  class 
exercises  and  singing,  the  latter  being  uniform  in  all-  the  schools. 
From  these  programmes  the  teachers,  together  with  the  Committee, 
selected  two  or  three  parts  from  each  school  for  a public  exhibition, 
forming  one  of  the  leading  features  in  the  public  observance  of  this 
Holy  day  among  our  holidays.  No  extended  report  of  these  exer- 
cises can  here  be  given,  but  in  justice  to  all  it  must  be  noted  that 
the  teachers  were  in  hearty  sympathy  with  the  exercises,  the  pupils 
enthusiastic,  the  public  gathering  large,  embracing  nearly  all  the 
pupils  of  the  schools,  and  the  result  most  gratifying  to  all. 

No  Grand  Army  Veteran  and  no  lover  of  his  country  could  wit- 
ness this  display  of  our  school  children  and  listen  to  the  exalted 
sentiments  which  they  expressed  in  declamation  and  song,  without 
a rekindling  of  patriotic  ardor  and  higher  hopes  for  the  future  of 
his  country.  The  law  was  wise  and  it  was  beautifully  interpreted 
by  the  schools  of  Rutland. 

Truancy. 

The  truant  officer  has  been  called  upon  several  times  to  compel 
the  attendance  of  pupils  whose  own  inclinations  or  the  negligence  of 
their  parents  caused  their  inexcusable  absence  from  school.  This 
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is  an  exceedingly  unpleasant  part  of  your  Committee’s  work,  and 
they  regret  the  necessity  for  it ; but  so  long  as  it  is  one  of  their 
duties  they  will  not  shrink  from  it. 

The  establishment  of  a county  truant  school  at  Oakdale,  settles 
the  question  of  place  for  our  wilful  truants,  and  ought  to  largely 
prevent  the  evil. 

We  cannot  drop  this  subject  without  reminding  parents  of  the 
evil  of  keeping  their  children  out  of  school  only  a few  days  each 
term  to  help  at  home.  From  this  cause  an  injury  is  often  done  to 
th  echild  and  also  to  the  school  not  easily  atoned  for. 

Duties  of  Citizens. 

We  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  all  parents  and  of  the  citizens 
in  general  to  their  duty  toward  the  public  school  teachers.  Per- 
haps the  work  of  no  other  })rofession  is  capable  of  so  much  help  or 
hinderance  from  public  and  private  remark.  If  public  sentiment 
be  in  support  of  good  discipline  and  thorough  work,  the  teacher’s 
task  is  comparatively  easy  ; but  if  it  ever  favors  the  disobedient 
and  lazy  pupil,  the  teacher’s  work  is  hard  indeed  and  is  often  ren- 
dered worthless  thereby. 

Again  we  urge  all  good  citizens  to  sustain  the  advanced  steps  of 
the  past  year,  to  insist  upon  no  reduction  in  the  length  of  the  school 
year,  and  no  lessening  of  the  means  to  accomplish  all  we  can  for 
the  education  of  our  children  and  youth.  We  ask  you  that  wher- 
ever else  you  must  economize,  you  curtail  not  the  power  to  make 
good  citizens  and  moral  and  intelligent  men  and  women.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are  di- 
rected to  notify  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Rutland  qualified  to 
vote  in  elections  and  in  Town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Rutland,  on  Monday,  the  seventh  day  of  March  next,  at  nine 
o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the  following  Articles,  to  wit : 

1.  To  choose  a Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

2.  To  choose  a Town  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  Reports  of  the  Town 
Officers  for  the  past  year,  or  act  thereon. 

4.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  and  Committees  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  the  compensation  of  Treasurer  and  Collector 
of  Taxes. 

6.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Public  Schools ; for  repairs  on  the  Highways ; for  the 
support  of  the  Poor ; for  lighting  Street  Lamps  ; for  use  Memorial 
Day  ; for  Contingent  Expenses  and  Paying  Debts  ; and  appropriate 
the  same.

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  list  of  Jurors,  as  present- 
ed by  the  Selectmen.

Diirlng^  the  year  now  closing  there  have  been  no  new  books  adde(^ 
to  the  Library,  but  the  small  balance  of  funds  now  in  the  treasury 
together  with  other  money  to  be  received,  will,  it  is  to  be  expected 
provide  for  fresh  books  during  the  year  ensuing. 

The  Librarian  has  shown  great  fidelity  and  patience  in  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  her  office  at  all  hours  of  the  day,  but  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  usage  of  other  public  libraries,  the  Committee 
would  recommend  that  the  hours  for  drawing  books  the  coming 
year  be  limited  to  from  2 to  9 P.  M.

REPORT  OF  THE 


SCHOOL  COMMITTEE, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1892. 


Fellow  Citizens: 

• In  accordance  with  the  usual  custom,  your  Committee  would  sub- 
mit to  you  their  annual  report. 

Number  of  Schools.  ' 

As  last  year,  we  have  been  able  to  maintain  twenty-eight  weeks 
of  school. 

There  were  eight  schools  kept  during  the  spring  term,  and  seven 
during  the  wdnter  term. 


Consolidations. 


No.  2 and  3 were  consolidated  with  No.  4 and  No..  9 with  the 
Centre  through  the  year,  and  No.  6 with  No.  7 in  the  winter. 


Under  this  consolidation  pupils  were  transported  from  No.s  2 and 
3 to  No.  4;  from  No.  6 to  No.  7 and  from  No.  9 to  the  centre,  at  a 
much  less  cost  than  there  would  have  been  if  schools  bad  been  kept 
in  the  other  school-houses,  and  to  the  greater  advantage  of  the 
I pupils.  These  consolidations  have,  in  the  main,  given  general  satis- 
saction  ; and  your  Committee  think  have  been  to  the  advantage  of 
s.the  schools  thus  consolidated. 
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Condition  of  Schools. 

On  the  whole,  we  believe  that  the  schools  have  been  successful 
during  the  year,  and  have  been  fully  up  to  the  average  of  past 
years.  While  not  all  of  them  have  been  just  what  your  Committee 
have  desired,  still  the  poorest  of  them  have  by  no  means  been  fail- 
ures. 

All  the  teachers  have  been  faithful,  and  have  endeavored  to  ad- 
vance the  interest  of  their  schools.  If  any  of  them  have  failed  of 
the  success  desired,  it  has  been  mostly  from  inexpei-ience. 

Two  or  three  of  the  schools  were  badly  broken  up  the  last  two 
weeks,  owing  to  sickness. 

The  securing  of  good  tc'achers  for  a small  town,  with  the  wuages 
we  can  afford  to  ])ay,  is  not  as  easy  a matter  as  some  people  seem 
to  imagine.  We  do  not  claim  to  be  infallible  in  the  selection  of 
teachers.  Sometimes  the  teacher  of  experience  will  not  give  the 
satisfaction  expected,  while  the  teacher  of  no  experience  will  exceed 
our  expectations. 

Length  of  Terms. 

We  have  divided  the  Terms  as  wisely  as  we  know  how;  but 
there  is  of  necessity  a long  term  in  the  winter,  which  makes  it  hard 
for  the  scholars  as  well  as  teacher.  While  all.  we  trust,  appreciate 
the  four  weeks  added  to  our  school  year ; yet  we  feel  that  a more 
equal  division  of  terms,  and  moi-e  satisfactory  results  would  be 
gained  by  having  three  terms  of  ten  weeks  each,  with  a vacation 
between. 

Good  teachers  could  then  be  retained  more  readily,  while  now 
diH'ing  the  long  vacation  they  go  to  other  jdaces;  while  the  pupils 
would  not  become  as  tired  as  now  during  the  long  term.  Your 
Gommittee  would  therefore  respectfully  recommend  that  the  ad- 
ditional appropriation  necessary  for  the  two  weeks  more  of  school 
in  addition  to  what  we  already  have,  be  made  by  you,  at  the  an- 
nual meeting. 

There  are  few  towns  in  the  commonwealth  that  have  less  than 
thirty  weeks  of  school. 
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Grammar  School. 


There  has  been  a Grammar  school  maintained  during  the  year' 
the  spring  term  being  taught  by  the  same  teacher  as  several  terms 
])reviously.  And  this  winter  your  Committee  consider  themselves 
fortunate  in  having  secured  the  services  of  a teacher,  who  gave  such 
good  satisfaction. 

If  those  who  are  opposed  to  the  keeping  of  such  a school  had  visit- 
ed it  during  the  term  and  seen  the  number  of  pupils  present,  and 
the  good  work  being  done  by  them,  we  think  it  would  have  removed 
a great  amount  of  their  opposition.  Fully  one-fourth  of  all  the 
scholars  in  town  attended  this  school,  during  the  winter  term,  and 
one-sixth  during  the  spring  term  ; and  if  a small  part  of  them  had 
gone  out  of  town  for  equal  advantages,  it  would  have  taken  much 
more  money  from  town  than  the  cost  of  the  school. 

We  deem  it  a wise  expenditure  of  money  and  think  the  school 
has  been  appreciated  by  those  attending  it. 

Truancy. 

The  services  of  the  truant  officer  have  been  needed  several  times, 
to  compel  the  attendance  at  school  of  children  of  school  age.  In 
every  instance  this  has  been,  not  as  much  from  the  unwillingness  of 
the  child  to  attend  school,  as  from  the  fault  of  the  parents  or  guar- 
dian in  neglecting  to  send. 

Although  parents  may  like  to  have  the  help  of  their  boys  at  home, 
yet  they  ought  to  recognize  that  they  owe  their  children  the  oppor- 
tunity to  obtain  at  least  a common  school  education;  and  also  real- 
ize that  the  law  of  the  state  requires  their  attendance  at  school  a 
certain  number  of  weeks,  which  is  large  enough  to  nearly  cover  our 
school  term. 

This  is  one  of  the  Committee’s  most  unpleasant  tasks,  but  as  it  is 
required  of  us  we  have  tried  to  do  our  duty  without  partiality. 
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Repairs. 

Very  little  has  been  done  the  past  year  in  the  way  of  repairs 
upon  the  scliool-houses,  in  fact,  only  what  we  could  not  get  along 
without  doing. 

There  will  of  necessity  need  to  be  considerable  more  expended 
the  coming  year. 

Some  of  the  houses  need  re-painting  on  the  outside,  and  painting, 
papering,  etc.,  within. 

Also  some  of  the  Text  books  should  be  exchanged  for  later  and 
better  ones. 

Memorial  and  Columbus  days. 

The  day  before  Memorial,  was  observed  in  our  schools  according 
to  tlie  law  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  also  thecliildren  assisted  in 
the  jmblic  celebration  on  tliat  day. 

Columbus  Day  was  also  observed  by  the  children  taking  part  in 
public  exercises  at  the  Church. 

All  those  who  were  privileged  to  hear  them  ou  those  occasions, 
we  think  appreciated  their  efforts ; and  were  surprised  at  the  readi- 
ness with  which  they  carried  their  parts,  with  so  short  a time  for 
preparation. 

We  tliink  public  exercises  of  this  kind  are  something  that  the 
school  children  should  be  encouraged  in,  as  it  gives  them  confidence) 
and  may  be  of  great  use  to  them  in  after  life. 

Duties  of  Parents. 

We  regret  to  see  such  an  apparent  indifference  on  the  part  of  so 
many  parents  in  regard  to  the  welfare  of  their  children  in  the 
schools;  as  is  shown  by  the  lack  of  parents’  names  as  visitors  in 
many  of  the  school  registers 

When  the  children  see  that  their  parents  are  interested  in  their 
progress,  by  visiting  the  school,  if  possible,  and  by  upholding  the 
teacher  in  all  proper  methods ; then  the  success  of  the  school  is  usu- 
ally assured  from  the  beginning;  while  however  good  the  teacher, 
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if  the  parent  upholds  the  child  in  all  his  or  her  likes  or  dislikes  in 
regard  to  the  school,  the  teacher  can  not  do  his  best  work  there. 

If  you  are  interested  for  the  good  of  your  child,  never  uphold 
him  in  anything  he  may  report  which  is  detrimental  to  the  school 
of  teacher,  but  go  yourself  and  ascertain  the  true  facts  in  the  case, 
before  condemning  the  teacher. 

The  schools  of  Rutland  are  harmed  as  much  from,  this  unwise 
practice  as  from  any  other  one  thing. 

Finally,  we  wish  to  call  upon  all  citizens,  and  especially  the 
Voters  of  the  Town,  to  uphold  our  Public  Schools;  and  whatever 
you  may  be  called  upon  to  vote  in  regard  to  them,  see  to  it  that  it 
is  a forward  movement. 

While  some  may  wish  to  lessen  the  appropriation  for  them,  re- 
member that  it  is  our  most  important  institution;  and  that  whatever 
the  youth  of  our  Town  are  deprived  of,  in  the  way  of  an  education, 
that  we  can  do  and  that  rightfully  belongs  to  them,  then  we  are 
doing  them  an  injury  that  is  not  easily  repaired. 

Upon  the  Public  Schools  of  tlie  land  depends,  in  a great  meas- 
ure, the  future,  whether  it  be  moral  and  progressive,  or  otherwise, 
not  only  of  the  small  towns,  but  of  the  state  and  nation.

Consolidations, 

For  the  Spring  term  No.  ‘2  and  8 were  consolidated;  the 
and  Winter  terms  No.  2 and  3 with  No.  4,  No.  9 with  the  center 
and  No.  6 with  No.  7 through  the  year.  If  we  were  obliged  to 
maintain  a school  in  eacii  district  with  two  in  the  center,  eleven 
teachers  would  be  required,  whereas  by  this  consolidation  only 
seven  were  needed,  saving  to  us  quite  a sum,  after  paying  for  the 
transporting  of  pupils,  thus  enabling  us  to  secure  better  and  more 
experienced  teachers  for  all  .the  Schools. 

A still  further  consolidation  might  be  advisable. 

MEMORIAL  DAY. 

The  last  session  of  the  Schools  prior  to  Memorial  day,  was  devo 
ted  to  patriotic  exercises. 

In  the  observance  of  the  day  the  children  were  out  in  force,  and 
performed  the  parts  assigned  them  to  the  satisfaction  of  all. 

The  fifteen  dollars  appropriated  for  the  occasion  accomplished  all 
that  we  could  reasonably  expect. 


TllUANCy. 


"The  Town  has  made  provisions  as  the  law  demands  relaitive 'to 
•truants  and  absentees  from  schooL 

We  liave  called  upon  the  truant  officer  but  very  little  during  the 
year,  in  fact  we  know  of  but  one 'or  two  cases  of  pupils  absenting 
themselves  from  school  of  their  own  accord.  Non-attendance  and 
irregularity  is  chargable  to  parents  or  guardians  who  keep  their 
•children  at  home  without  sufficient  reason.  We  would  remind 
•such  parents  that  they  are  liable  to  a line  of  twenty  dollars  for 
each  oft'ence.  If  this  practice  is  continued  your  committee  will  be 
obliged  to  enforce  the  law  more  fitrictly  in  the  i’utnre,  however  'un- 
,>]deasaut  the  duty  may  he. 


REPAIRS-. 

We  have ’■expended  quite  a sum  in  repairing  the  house  in  ‘W. 
Rutland,  but  have  not  completed  what  was  contemplated.  The  old 
seats  should  be  taken  out  and  new  ones  put  in,  and  the  house 
should  be  painted  before  another  term  of  School. 

We  expended  a small  sum  in  District  No.  4,  and  more  will  be’ re- 
‘quired  another  year. 

The  house  in  the  Center  and  the  one  in  District  No.  1 should  be 
.put  in  better  condition. 

We  are  sorry  to  say  that  tbei'e  are  some  evil  disposed  persons 
who  delight  in  battering  doors  and  breaking  windows ; possibly  we 
may  find  out  who  the  guilty  ones  are,  wjio  should  be  punished  as 
severely  as  the  law  will  allow. 

lp:xgth  axd  number  of  suhools. 

We  have  been  able  to  maintain  thirty  weeks  of  School  divided 
into  tbree  terms  of  ten  weeks  each,  designated  as  the  Sjvring,  Fall, 
and  Winter  terms. 

During  the  Spring  term  we  have  eight  Schools,  but  in  the  Fall 
and  Winter  terms,  only  seven. 

Your  Committee  are  sure  that  the  change  in  the  length  and  num>« 
her  of  terms  is  satisfactory  both  to  the  parents  and  scholars. 

Our  expectations  have  been  realized  and  we  find  it  more  easy  to 
• retain  good  teachers  with  the  three  terms  of  ten  weeks  than  it  was 
with  two  terms  of  fourteen  weeks. 
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Therefore  we  would  earnestly  and  respectfully  recommend  th< 
necessary  appropiiations  to  secure  the  thirty  weeks  of  school  th( 
coming  year;  and  as  a basis  for  your  action  we  estimate  the  follow 
ing  appropriations  necessary.

. Condition  and  Cbaracter  of  the  Schools. 

The  laws  of  the  State  impose  upon  the  School  Committee  th< 
duty  of  seeing  to  it  that  the  public  schools  are  in  a condition  and  o 
a character  best  calculated  to  advance  the  improvement  and  pro 
mote  the  good  of  the  pupils. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  character  of  the  school  depends  upoi 
the  character  of  the  teacher  and  the  character  of  the  teacher  wil 
depend  upon  the  compensation.  VVe  have  endeavored  to  do  th( 
best  we  could  with  the  means  at  our  disposal  to  improve  the  con 
dition  of  the  schools ; and  are  sure  that  some  improvement  ha: 
been  made  within  the  past  year.  We  are  fully  aware  that  mud 
more  can  and  ought  to  be  done,  to  make  our  schools  what  the} 
should  be.  But  to  accomplish  what  is  necessary,  it  needs  the  unitet 
effort  of  all  the  citizens  in  town,  realizing  that  it  is  one  of  thei: 
most  important  duties  to  cherish  and  foster  the  public  schools,  an( 
make  some  sacrifice  in  order  to  accomplish  the  desired  result. 

hIgh  school. 

The  High  School  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year,  th< 
last  two  terms  taught  by  the  same  teacher  with  satisfactory  results 

We  believe  that  this  School  by  proper  support  and  encourage 
ment,  can  be  made  prolific  in  stimulating  our  children  to  higher  in 
tellectual  attainments  and  nobler  purposes. 

Your  Committee  after  due  consideration  have  come  to  the  con 
elusion  that  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  for  the  best  interest  o 
this  school,  to  have  a regular  three  years  course  of  studies  to  b< 
pursued,  with  certain  regulations  pertaining  thereto,  and  also  for  it: 
better  discipline.

MAKING  UP  STUDIES.  i 

Every  recitation  missed  by  absence  must  be  made  up  or  marked  ; 
zero.  If  a pupil  wishes  to  make  up  a study  missed  the  day  before, 
he  will  stale  his  desire  at  the  beginning  of  the  recitation.  In  other 
cases  special  arrangements  must  be  made  with  the  teacher. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Written  examinations  will  occur  at  the  middle  and  close  of  each 
term,  and  all  examinations  must  be  satisfactorily  passed.  When 
absence  from  examination  is  necessary  the  pupil  will  be  required  to 
pass  the  examination  before  he  can  be  received  again  into  the  same 
or  higher  grades, 

CONDITIONS.  i 

No  pupil  will  be  allowed  to  graduate,  or  to  pass  from  one  year  of 
the  course  to  another,  whose  standing  falls  below  65  per  cent,  in 
any  one  study, 

HONORS. 

The  valedictory  and  salutatory  shall  be  assigned  upon  the  basis 
of  scholarship. 

These  regulations  and  the  studies  prescribed  for  the  school  we 
believe  will  animate  all  pupils  that  wish  to  enter  it,  t©  do  their  very 
best  while  in  the  primary  schools,  and  do  after  entering  it,  to  work . 
with  a will,  and  determination  to  master  all  the  studies  pursued. 

External  agencies  alone,  will  not  bring  about  the  desired  result; 
w^e  must  have  the  support  and  encouragement  of  all  the  parents  and 
friends  of  education,  and  above  all  we  want  the  services  of  a good.! 
teacher,  without  which,  no  good  school  can  exist. 

DUTIES  OF  PARENTS.  ^ 

As  a rule  we  all  believe  that  if  we  are  engaged  and  interested  im 
any  important  undertaking  or  work,  we  look  after  that  work  per-j 
sonally  and  constantly,  knowing  that  it  is  the  only  way  to  insure 
Miccess.  Then  let  us  inquire  what  more  important  work  or  busi- 
ness have  we  as  parents  than  to  secure  for  our  children  the  best' 
possible  education  that  is  within  our  reach. 


I 
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So  we  say  visit  the  schools,  see  to  it  that  your  own  children  are 
orderly  and  studious  and  advancing  in  their  several  studies. 

The  frequent  visits  of  parents  we  believe  will  greatly  benefit  the 
school  in  regard  to  good  deportment  and  perfectly  learned  lessons, 
and  you  will  know  by  this  personal  observation  the  general  charac- 
ter of  the  school. 

A report  of  the  doings  of  the  school  by  your  children  on  coming 
home  at  night  is  often  misleading,  as  all  such  reports,  usually  indi- 
cate that  they  themselves,  have  been  good,  and  studious,  and  all  the 
wrong  doing  has  been  done  by  the  other  scholars. 

We  think  the  proper  thing  to  do  before  passing  judgement  based 
upon  any  report  that  is  calculated  to  injure  the  character  of  the 
school  or  the  reputation  of  the  teacher,  is  to  investigate  the  matter 
thoroughly  and  impartially.  Finally  we  would  call  upon  all  par- 
ents, votei*s  and  citizens  of  the  town  to  do  their  utmost  to  make  our 
schools  what  they  should  be  , by  sufficient  appropriations  of  money, 
and  the  approval  of  necessary  forward  movements,  that  will  enable 
our  children  to  get  a good  education,  morally  and  mentall}*,  with 
which  we  are  comparatively  safe,  but  without  which,  we  are  in 
peril. 


IN  CONCLUSION. 


We  are  pleased  to  state  that  as  a whole  the  schools  have  been 
progressive,  and  the  teachers  have  been  ambitious  to  make  their 
work  tell  for  the  best  interest  of  the  chiidren  committed  to  their 
charge.  To  them,  we  would  extend  our  thanks  for  their  faithful- 
ness and  earnest  zeal. 

To  the  parents  and  all  those  who  have  shown  an  interest  in  any 
way,  we  wish  to  express  our  high  appreciation  of  their  interest,  en- 
couragement, cordial  co-operation  and  supports

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you 
are  directed  to  notify  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Rutland 
to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Rutland,  on  Monday  the 
fourth  day  of  March  next,  at  nine  o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  to 
act  on  the  following  articles,  to  wit: 

Article  i. — To  choose  a Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Art.  2. — To  choose  a Town  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  3. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  of  the  reports  of  the 
Town  Officers  and  committees  for  the  past  year,  or  act 
thereon. 

Art.  4. — To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 
for  the  support  of  the  Public  Schools;  for  repairs  on 
the  Highways;  for  the  support  of  the  Poor;  for  surveys 
on  State  Highways;  for  use  Memorial  Day;  for  Contin- 
gent Expenses,  paying  Debts  and  appropriate  the  same. 
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Art.  5. — To  see  if  the  Treasurer  shall  be  collector  of  Taxes, 
and  determine  the  compensation  of  the  same. 

Art.  6. — To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  and  Com- 
mittees for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art  7. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  list  of  Jurors 
as  presented  by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  8. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  their  Assessors  to 
abate  any  Taxes  in  the  hands  of  their  Collector. 

Art.  9. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer  to 
borrow  money  for  the  use  of  the  Town  . with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  10. — To  vote  b}^  ballot  Yes  or  No  to  the  question,  Shall 
• license  be  granted  for  tlie  sale  of  Intoxicating  Liquors 
in  the  Town. 

Art.  II. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  build  a new  Town 
Hall  and  raise  mone}"  fcr  the  same,  or  act  anything 
thereon. 

Art.  12. — To  see  what  interest  shall  be  collected  on  Taxes 
not  paid  in  a specified  time. 

Art.  13. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Trustee  of  the  Meade  fund  to  return  said  fund  to  the 
Town  Treasurer  together  with  the  interest  thereof,  or 
act  thereon. 

Art.  14. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  move  the  new 
Hearse  House  from  one  to  two  hundred  feet  or  the 
moving  of  the  same  by  the  Rural  Cemetary  Associa- 
tion, or  act  thereon. 

Art,  15. — To  see  if  tlie  Town  will  vote  to  sell  any  of  their 
unoccupied  School  Houses,  or  act  thereon. 

Art.  16. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  their  School 
Committee  to  provide  transportation  for  children  of 
school  age  to  and  from  school  houses  remote  from  their 
homes  and  make  appropriations  for  the  same. 

Art.  17. — To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  furnishing  accommodation  for  impounding  stray 
cattle,  or  act  thereon. 
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Art.  i8. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase  the  size 
of  their  Town  Hall  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same,  or  act  thereon. 

Art.  19. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  comply  with  the 
law  in  regard  to  Truant  Scholars,  or  act  thereon.

The  inmates  have  received  the  kind  treatment  which  a due 
regard  for  the  comfort  of  our  unfortunate  wards  demands 
and  their  health  has  been  exceptionally  good  as  is  shown  b}' 
the  small  expense  for  medical  attendance.  Of  the  thirt)' 
persons  who  have  received  support  within  the  year  twenty- 
one  remain,  four  have  left  to  care  for  themselves  and  five 
have  been  removed  by  death,  of  the  latter  with  the  exception 
of  one,  a 3^outh  of  nineteen,  who  died  of  consumption,  all 
were  persons  well  advanced  in  years.  Nahum  S.  Newton  of 
Holden,  a veteran  of  the  late  war,  having  waived  his  claitn 
for  support  elsewhere  as  provided  b^^  Chap.  447,  Acts  of  1890, 
is  receiving  “soldiers  relief”  here.  Handel  Winship  of 
Westminster,  a worthy  old  gentleman  of  84  3^ears,  of  a good 


10  months. 
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family,  has  been  boarded  at  this  institution  since  Dec.  6.  His 
present  mental  condition  requiring  a constant  watchfullness 
and  restraint  such  as  could  not  be  expected  elsewhere.  The 
Association  receives  four  dollars  a week  for  his  board.  It  is 
worthy  of  note  that  notwithstanding  the  continued  business 
depression  the  support  furnished  has  been  less  than  for  the 
two  previous  3^ears,  being  only  fifteen  weeks  more  than  for 
the  ten  months  covered  by  the  preceding  report.  Paxton  is 
fortunate  in  having  no  ward  so  needy  as  to  require  support 
here.  While  this  condition  together  with  the  limited  demand 
for  milk  which  has  necessitated  the  fattening  of  a number 
of  calves  and  the  making  of  considerable  butter,  has  con- 
duced to  the  increased  cost  per  week  in  maintaining  the 
poor.  The  more  important  factor  in  this  increase,  has  been 
the  improvements  on  the  house,  required  by  the  State  In- 
spector of  Public  Institutions.  The  furnace  for  the  warming 
the  rooms  of  the  inmates,  with  the  bulk-head  which  it  neces- 
sitated together  with  the  fire  escape  and  fire  extinguisher 
afford  means  of  comfort  and  safety  which  the  spirit  of  the  age 
demands,  but  the  cost  of  which  should  be  considered  as 
different  from  ordinary  annual  repairs  required  for  the  main- 
tenance of  an  institution  of  this  kind.  But  for  the  expense 
of  these  permanent  fixtures  the  cost  per  week  would  have 
been  about  the  same  as  last  3'ear.  By  comparing  the  cost  of 
outdoor  labor,  grain,  fertilizers,  tools,  the  depreciation  in  the 
value  of  stock  and  tools  and  the  increased  rent  cn  real  and 
personal  property  made  necessary  by  the  working  of  a farm 
of  this  size;  with  the  income  derived  therefrom  it  becomes 
clear  to  all  as  it  has  been  for  some  time  to  the  managers  of 
similar  institutions  all  over  the  state,  thatthe  cultivation  of  more 
land  than  is  required  to  produce  what  is  needed  for  the  con- 
I sumption  of  the  inmates  is  a source  of  loss  rather  than  profit. 
A pleasant  feature  which  deserves  notice  was  the  bountiful 
Christmas  dinner  of  turke}^  and  such  accompaniments  as  are 
usually  found  only  on  the  tables  of  the  rich,  contributed 
by  Hon.  F.  S.  Coolidge  of  Fitchburg,  a native  and  former 
resident  of  Westminster.  We  trust  that  his  example  may  be 
followed,  and  with  each  recuring  Christmas,  someone  ma)' 
gladden  the  hearts  of  our  unfortunates,  by  a similar  act  of 
charity.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  OLD 

BURIAL  GROUND. 

Gentlemen;  . ^ 

Your  Committee  chosen  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  March,  1890,  “to  right  up  the  Headstones  and  improve 
the  old  Burial  Ground,”  submit  to  you  the  following  report: 

About  the  middle  of  September  last  we  began  work  by 
digging  off  tl^e  sod  and  seperating  the  brush,  digging  the 
loam  low  enough  to  bury  the  sod  below  the  loam,  taking  up 
the  Headstones  and  digging  out  a place  to  set  them  in  gravel, 
and  leveling  off  the  ground.  We  worked  over  about  one- 
third  or  more  of  an  acre,  of  the  worst  part  of  it.  The  expense 
for  the  work  and  drawing  gravel  was  $94.63  Raving  of  the 
sum  of  $100  appropriated,  $5.37.  We  intended  to  have  seed- 
ed the  ground  just  before  winter  set  in,  but  the  snows  came 
too  soon  for  us.  A good  part  of  the  northly  part  of  the 
ground  we  think  can  be  plowed  and  harrowed  a few  times 
and  leveled  cheaper,  as  there  are  not  many  headstones  in 
that  part  of  it.  We  would  recommend  another  appropria- 
tion to  do  another  part  or  enough  to  finish  the  whole.

STATISTICS. 
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NUMBER  OF  SCHOOLS. 

Seven  schools  have  been  maintained  throughout  the  year,  six 
primary  and  one  high,  divided  into  three  terms  of  ten  weeks  each. 

CONDITION  AND  CHARACTER  OF  THE  SCHOOLS. 

The  general  condition  and  character  of  the  schools  as  a whole 
has  been  quite  satisfactory,  although  there  has  been  some  friction 
in  a few  instances,  injuring  for  the  time  being  the  character  of  the 
schools  and  the  prospect  of  the  scholars  in  getting  their  full  benefit 
of  the  money  expended.  It  is  unnecessary  to  go  into  the  full  dis- 
cussion of  this  matter,  as  we  believe  that  all  interested  in  the  schools 
are  endeavoring  to  do  the  best  they  can  to  elevate  our  schools  to  the 
highest  standard  possible,  but  we  are  so  situated  in  this  town  that 
we  cannot  secure  the  best  and  most  experienced  teachers,  but  have 
to  take  those  of  no  experience.  This  getting  a teacher  of  no  expe- 
rience for  some  of  the  schools  happens  almost  every  term,  and  the 
teacher  whose  services  we  should  like  to  secure  longer,  finds  another 
field  of  labor  with  an  increase  of  salary. 

GRADED  SCHOOLS. 

What  we  have  remarked  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  our 
ichools  lead  us  to  state  what  we  think  is  the  right  and  only  method 
to  bring  our  schools  up  to  the  standard  of  the  times,  is  to  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  have  graded  schools,  having  but  one  schoolhouse 
centrally  located,  fitted  up  with  a sufficient  number  of  rooms  to  ac- 
commodate all  the  scholars  in  the  town,  conveying  all  pupils  to  said 
schoolhouse  li/ing  an  unreasonable  distance  to  walk.  How  the  fi- 
nancial problem  is  to  be  solved  to  bring  about  this  plan,  is  the  ques- 
tion. The  town  of  course  will  answer  this  question  when  they’^  vote 
to  have  graded  schools  ; also  your  school  committee  would  have  to 
solve  the  problem  if  they  should  undertake  the  job.  We  will  admit 
on  the  start  that  the  cost  of  a new  building  is  a large  item,  but  we 
would  remind  the  voters  of  the  town  that  the  Assessors’  valuation  of 
the  school  buildings  is  aix  thousand  dollars  ; only  five  of  these  houses 
are  needed  to  accommodate  all  the  scholars ; five  of  tlje  houses  are 
not  needed  for  school  purposes,  one  of  them  is  not  of  much  account 
but  the  other  four  are  comparatively  new  buildings,  and  should  be 
cared  for  at  some  expense,  and  the  other  five  houses  that  must  be 
used  for  the  present  will  have  to  be  painted  outside  and  otherwise 
repaired,  especially  the  center  house  and  either  New  Boston  or  North 
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Rutland  house  whichever  one  is  decided  to  be  used  another  year.  So 
we  recommend,  sell  the  schoolhouses, retaining  the  furnishings,  appar- 
atus and  all  property  that  will  answer  for  a new  building.  Said  new 
building  to  be  a five  room  building  of  modern  style,  plain  and  sub- 
stantial, with  basement,  the  rooms  to  accommodate  40  to  45  pupils 
each.  Our  schools  thus  situated  could  be  better  cared  for  with  less 
expense,  a saving  in  repairs,  less- number  of  teachers,  better  schools, 
and  at  the  end  of  five  years  the  financial  problem  will  be  out  of  the 
way,  the  town  being  a gainer  instead  of  a loser  in  b-inging  about  the 
change. 


HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  high  school  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year  with  a 
good  degree  of  success,  taught  by  the  same  teacher  as  last  year,  but 
to  secure  his  services  we  were  obliged  to  increase  his  salary. 

One  of  the  regulations  adopted  and  reported  last  year  for  the 
discipline  of  the  school  has  proved  to  be  of  great  advantage  to  the 
school.  Said  regulation  is  as  follows,  viz : When  the  conduct  of  a 
pupil  is  injurious  to  the  discipline  of  the  school,  the  principal  shall 
su>pend  such  pupil  and  report  the  case  to  the  school  board  at  once. 

The  graduating  exercises  of  the  class  of  1894  were  very  interest- 
ing and  enjoyed  by  a large  number  present  on  that  occasion.  The 
graduates  sustained  their  parts  with  ranch  credit  to  themselves,  to 
tlie  Principal  and  to  the  town. 


REPAIRS. 

We  have  expended  quite  a large  sum  for  repairs  on  the  West 
Rutland  house  for  new  seats  and  desks,  papering,  painting,  new 
' btove  pipe.  etc.  Pound  Pli.l  comes  next  in  amount  for  new  tops  on 
desks,  curtains,  papering,  painting,  etc. 

The  center  house  if  it  is  to  be  used  any  length  of  time  for  a 
primary  and  high  school  should  be  put  in  better  condition,  especial- 
ly in  the  lower  room  new  furnishings  are  necessary  ; the  foundation 
should  be  reset  and  pointed,  and  house  painted  outside,  and,  in  fact 
all  the  houses  need  a new  coat  of  paint  outside. 

MEMORIAL  DAT. 

This  day  was  observed  by  all  the  schools  as  the  law  directs. 
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TRUANCY. 

Only  a few  cases  of  truancy  haye  occurred  during  the  year,  as 
we  said  in  our  last  report,  most  of  the  non-attendance  and  irregular- 
ity of  pupils,  is  chargeable  to  parents  and  guardians. 

IN  CONCLUSION. 

We  are  pleased  to  say  that  our  schools  (considering  the  many 
obstacles  in  the  way  for  the  introduction  of  better  methods  in  teach- 
ing) will  compare  favorably  with  the  schools  in  other  towns  similar- 
ly situated. 

To  the  teachers,  parents  and  all  that  have  shown  an  interest  in 
the  schools  we  extend  our  thanks.

EXTRACT  FROM  THE  PUBLIC  STATUTES  OF  THE  COM- 
MONWEALTH. 

Chapter  203. 

CONCERNING  INJURY  TO  PUBLIC  BUILDINGS. 

Section  78.  Whoever  wilfull}’^  and  maliciously  or  wantonly  and 
without  cause  destroys,  defaces,  mars  or  injures  a schooliiouse, 
church  or  other  public  building  erected  or  used  for  purposes  of  edu- 
cation or  religious  instruction  or  for  the  general  diffusion  of  knowl- 
edge, c r an  outbuilding,  fence,  well,  or  appurtenances  of  such  school, 
church  or  other  building  or  furniture,  apparatus  or  other  property 
belonging  to,  or  connected  with  such  schoolhouse,  church  or  othtr 
building,  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  by  imprisonmtnt  in  the  jail  not  exceeding  one  year.

Fellow  Citizens: 

Another  school  year  with  its  opportunities  has  passed, 
and  your  committee  are  again  called  upon  to  submit  their 
annual  report. 

Before  taking  up  in  detail  the  matters  pertaining  to  the 
schools  we  will  remind  you  of  the  duty  which  we  owe  the 
children  of  our  town  in  furnishing  for  them  means  and  oppor- 
tunities of  securing  a good  education.  Farly  training  is  of 
vast  importance  to  lead  to  that  well  developed  condition 
which  in  after  years  will  be  a pride  to  the  individual  and 
reflect  credit  upon  the  town  for  the  opportunities  it  gave  to 
its  children. 

Rutland  is  not  a wealthy  town,  yet  we  cannot  afford  to 
let  those  on  whom  our  pride  and  hope  centers,  to  be  robbed 
of  that  which  rightly  belongs  to  them,  and  which  is  “of  more 
value  than  much  fine  gold.” 

The  town  has  only  to  be  informed  of  its  necessities,  to 


respond  in  a manner  worthy  of  its  name.

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NUMBER  OF  SCHOOLS. 

Six  schools  have  been  maintained  through  the  year, 
one  less  than  last  year. 

CONSOLIDATIONS. 

We  still  believe  the  consolidation  of  small  districts 
secures  better  advantages,  and  at  a less  expense  to  the  town; 
and  are  pleased  to  state  that  by  shutting  up  the  house  in 
New  Boston,  and  conveying  the  pupils  to  North  Rutland, 
has  proved  to  be  a success  in  more  ways  than  one.  First  the 
per  cent  of  attendance  has  been  greater.  Second,  the  mani- 
fest interest  in  the  school  has  increased.  Third,  the  advance- 
ment in  the  studies  pursued  has  been  greater  than  ever  before. 

In  getting  the  two  schools  together  we  obtained  a 
sufficient  number  of  scholars  to  make  it  possible  to  get  a 
competent  teacher;  fortunately  we  secured  such  a teacher,  and 
hope  to  secure  her  services  another  year. 

CONVEYANCE  OF  PUPILS. 

While  we  adhere  to  this  plan  of  consolidations,  is  be- 
comes necessary  and  obligatory  for  us  to  provide  some  way 
for  the  conveyance  of  pupils  living  at  a distance  from  the 
schools  thus  established. 

Your  committee  endeavored  to  do  the  best  that  they 
could  in  this  regard,  but  have  failed  to  accomplish  the  end 
in  view  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned.  The  essential 
point  to  be  determined  is,  what  is  an  unreasonable  distance 
for  children  to  walk,  and  to  settle  this  point  satisfactorih^ 
we  think  the  town  by  their  vote  can  determine  some  method 
by  which  your  committee  shall  be  governed  in  the  future. 

The  following  plan  is  submitted  for  3^our  consider- 
ation, viz.:  One  mile  shall  be  considered  a reasonable  dis- 
tance for  all  children  attending  the  primary  schools,  and  all 
families  living  farther  than  one  mile,  and  having  children 
attending  the  primary"  schools,  shall  for  each  half  mile  in 
excess  (or  a fraction  more  than  one  fourth)  receive  from  the 
town  fifty  cents  for  ever\"  five  days  actual  attendance. 

Perhaps  some  other  plan  can  be  adopted  that  would 
prove  more  satisfactory,  but  we  earnestly  hope  that  the 
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town  will  act  in  this  matter,  and  thus  relieve  the  school 
board  of  settling  this  vexed  question. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

This  school  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year 
with  a good  degree  of  success,  in  charge  of  a competent 
teacher.  The  school  we  think  is  growing  in  popular  favor, 
and  if  we  mistake  not,  it  will  in  the  near  future,  take  a 
higher  rank  as  a high  school  than  it  now  maintains,  and 
in  this  connection  we  think  that  one  of  the  needs  of  this 
school  is  to  have  the  pupils  understand  that  the  most  im- 
portant studies  or  those  in  which  they  should  be  the  most 
thoroughly  drilled  are  the  English  branches,  and  thinking 
thus,  we  believe  that  two  3^ears  should  be  allotted  for  these 
branches,  making  the  regular  course  for  the  school  four 
years  instead  of  three. 

In  order  to  secure  the  best  results,  if  the  regular 
course  was  for  four  years  it  would  be  necessary"  to  have 
another  room  in  connection  with  the  one  we  use  for  this 
school  to  be  used  as  a recitation  room,  and  then  employ  an 
assistant  teacher  competent  to  teach  and  drill  the  English 
branches. 

An  addition  to  the  present  building  to  accommodate 
the  school  in  this  respect  would  not  be  ver^^  expensive  and 
would  be  a great  convenience  for  the  school. 

The  graduating  exercises  of  the  class  of  1895  was 
manifestly  enjoyable  by  a large  number  present  on  that 
occasion,  the  graduates  sustaining  their  parts  in  a very 
satisfactory  manner  to  all  that  have  an  interest  in  the  school, 
reflecting  much  credit  upon  the  principal,  and  gaining  for 
themselves  an  honorable  position  among  the  young  people  of 
the  town. 


REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

But  little  has  been  done  in  this  line  the  past  year,  the 
largest  expense  incurred  has  been  the  grading  around  the 
center  school  building.  Another  year  it  will  be  absolutely 
necessary  to  attend  to  these  matters  more  fully. 
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GRADED  SCHOOLS. 

We  are  still  of  the  same  opinion  in  regard  to  graded 
schools  that  we  outlined  in  our  last  year’s  report,  to  which 
we  call  your  attention,  and  hope  that  the  Town,  in  the  near 
future  v/ill  vote  to  have  graded  schools.’ 

SCHOOL  SUPERINTENDENCE. 

Our  schools  do  not  have  the  benefit  of  skilled  Super- 
intendence, as  is  the  case  in  88  per  cent,  of  the  entire  school 
population  of  the  state  and  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee, 
now  is  the  time  for  the  town  to  accept  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  431  of  the  Acts  of  1888  and  subsequent  amendments, 
and  vote  to  unite  with  a suitable  number  of  Towns  to  emplo}^ 
a Superintendent  of  schools.  Mr.  Hill,  Secretar^^  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  has  told  us  what  advantages  are 
derived  by  employing  a Superintendent,  and  says;  “This 
plan  enables  towns  of  low  valuation  to  obtain  that  skilled 
superintendence  which  has  done  so  much  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  schools  in  the  larger  towns  and  cities.” 

“The  question  of  the  value  of  skilled  superintendence 
has  been  settled  by  prolonged  and  extensive  experience.” 
“ Schools  usually  respond  promptly  to  the  stimulus  of  such 
superintendence.  ’ ’ 

And  concludes  by  saying  : “The  better  the  schools 
of  a town  the  more  desirable  it  becomes  as  a place  of  resi- 
dence, and  more  likely  it  is  to  grow  in  population  and 
wealth,  and  the  greater  will  be  its  contribution  to  the  good 
citizenship  and  welfare  of  the  Commonwealth. 

IN  CONCLUSION. 

We  are  pleased  to  say  that  all  the  schools  have  sus- 
tained a good  character,  and  the  degree  of  proficiency  has 
been  all  that  we  could  reasonably  expect. 

For  the  faithful  services  of  the  teachers,  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  parents,  we  extend  our  hearty  thanks.

It  will  be  noticed  that  Phillipston  has  united  with  the 

Association.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  the  ser- 
vices of  an  efficient  warden  and  matron,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Aaron 
ly.  Potter,  under  whose  direction  the  inmates  have  been  well 
ctod  for,  and  the  affairs  of  the  institution  conducted  in  a 
business  like  manner.  Good  health  was  generally  enjoyed 
up  to  the  last  of  December,  when  an  epidemic  form  of  the 
i'Dagrippe  attacked  the  institution,  from  the  effects  of  which 
l^three  persons,  advanced  in  years  and  broken  in  health, 
succumbed.  The  other  two  deaths  were  persons  who  were 
ibrought  to  the  farm  sick,  and  survived  their  coming  but  a 
few  days.  The  house  has  been  re-painted,  and  a silo  con- 
'structed  in  the  barn,  though  not  of  sufficient  capacity  to 
contain  all  of  the  very  large  crop  of  forage  which  was  raised 
the  last  season.  The  number  of  cows  has  been  increased  to 
fourteen,  thereby  increasing  the  receipts  for  milk.  For  the 
fourth  time  the  hearts  of  the  inmates  were  gladdened  by  re- 
ceiving a bountiful  Christmas  dinner  through  the  kindness 
of  Hon.  F.  S.  Coodidge,  of  Fitchburg.

We  have  maintained  throughout  the  year,  the  same 
number  that  were  maintained  in  the  two  previous  years,  six. 
in  all,  including  the  High  School. 

Their  character  and  condition  is  well  understood  by ' 
those  interested,  and  we  think  you  will  agree  with  us  in  say*  • 
ing  that  we  have  no  reason  to  complain  in  regard  to  the  work 
of  the  teachers,  that  they  have  been  faithful  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties  and  anxious  to  promote  the  best  interest  of 
the  schools.  It  has  been  our  aim  to  secure  the  services  of 
the  very  best  teachers  that  we  can  for  the  salary  that  we  are 
able  to  offer,  and  to  retain  if  possible,  the  services  ot  those 
that  are  successful  in  their  work;  and  in  one  or  two  instances 
have  increased  the  salaries  in  order  not  to  risk  the  conse- 
quences of  a change  of  teachers. 


High  School. 

In  our  last  report,  it  was  suggested  that  it  would  be  a 
benefit  to  the  school  to  make  an  addition  of  one  year  to  its 
regular  course.  The  matter  w^as  carefully  considered  by  your 
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committee,  and  we  finally  voted  to  add  another  year  to  the 
course,  and  in  order  to  make  it  a success,  we  fitted  up  a reci- 
tation room  and  employed  an  assistant  teacher.  Whether  we 
acted  wisely  or  not  in  this  matter,  we  will  leave  it  with  the 
intelligent  public  to  decide. 


Your  committee  also  have  added  one  week  to  each  of 
the  last  two  terms,  making  them  eleven  weeks.  Whether  we 
shall  be  justified  in  allowing  eleven  weeks  for  a term  for 
the  coming  year,  we  know  not,  but  would  like  to  keep  along 
in  this  line,  and  shall  do  so  if  a sufficent  sum  is  appropriated 
to  defray  this  additional  expense. 

The  graduating  exercises  of  the  class  of  1896  was  con- 
ducted in  the  usual  manner,  and  was  enjoyed  by  a large 
number,  indicating  that  the  public  at  large  are  interested  in 
the  success  of  the  school. 

There  will  be  the  class  of  1897  to  graduate  at  the  close 
of  the  Spring  term,  but  there  will  be  no  graduating  class 
again  until  1899  on  account  of  the  change  from  a three  years’ 
course  to  that  of  four  years. 

We  are  free  to  say  that  the  interest  manifested  in  the 
school,  and  its  success,  is  mainly  due  to  the  efforts  of  the 
teachers  that  we  have  been  able  to  secure  for  the  last  two  or 
more  years,  and  we  hope  we  shall  not  be  compelled  to  make 
any  change  for  the  present.

Your  committee  is  quite  confident  that-  the  opinion  of 
the  majority  of  the  voters  of  the  town,  is  that  all  the  scholars 
should  be  brought  together  at  some  central  point,  thus 
enabling  us  to  grade  the  schools.  We  have  now  about 
two  hundred  children  of  school  age,  which  could  be  graded 
so  as  to  have  but  five  schools  with  an  average  of  forty  scholars 
for  each.  As  we  have  said  in  a former  report,  the  most 
serious  thing  in  the  way,  is  in  not  having  a suitable  building; 
possibly  we  have  not  the  means  to  provide  one,  but  we  have 
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the  old  town  house  and  the  school  building  in  the  center, 
which  could  be  put  into  shape  for  the  accommodation  of  five 
or  six  schools.  Of  course  nothing  in  this  respect  could  be 
done  until  the  town  goes  forward  and  builds  a new  Town 
Hall.  We  are  not  prepared  to  recommend  this  way  of  getting 
a suitable  building,  but  this  is  one  of  the  ways,  and  we  think 
it  would  be  well  to  carefully  examine  it  and  get  at  the  actual 
expense  according  to  a detailed  plan  with  specifications,  and 
compare  this  expense  with  the  expense  of  erecting  a new 
building  with  the  same  accommodations. 

We  have  been  prompted  to  say  this  much  about  this 
matter,  from  the  fact  that  we  find  in  all  the  Primary  Schools 
such  a number  of  grades,  and  such  a large  number  of  classes 
and  recitations,  that  it  is  impossible  for  any  teacher  to  spend 
as  much  time  with  each  class  as  is  desirable  to  obtain  the  best 
results,  and  often  some  of  the  parents  think  that  the  little  ones 
are  neglected  for  the  benefit  of  the  older  ones,  and  on  the 
other  hand,  others  think  that  the  little  ones  receive  too  much 
attention,  whereas  the  facts  in  the  case  are  that  the  teachers 
divide  the  time  among  them  so  -as  to  give  each  their  due 
share  of  attention. 

It  is  easily  understood  by  all  that  if  all  the  children 
were  brought  together  and  graded,  there  would  be  a much 
smaller  number  of  classes  in  each  school,  but  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  each  class,  and  the  time  which  the  teacher 
has  to  devote  to  each  class  is  of  much  longer  duration,  and  is 
as  beneficial  to  each  one  of  a larger  class  as  it  would  be  to 
each  one  in  a class  that  numbered  much  less.  Much  more 
could  be  said  in  favor  of  this  change,  but  we  will  drop  the 
matter  here,  hoping  that  you  will  carefully  consider  the  sub- 
ject, and  after  considering  it  sufficiently,  act  wisely  and  well 
when  the  time  comes  for  action,  remembering  that  the  best 
legacy  that  you  can  give  to  your  children,  is  to  supply  for  them 
the  means  and  opportunities  to  get  a thorough  education 
while  under  your  care,  and  before  they  leave  the  home. 
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Our  Duties  as  Taxpayers,  Parents  and  Citieans  of  Rutland.  i 

Before  closing  this  report,  we  wish  to  present  our  j 
views  in  regard  to  some  of  our  duties  relative  to  school  mat- 
ters. We  think  that  all  should  be  interested  in  the  schools  ^ 
whether  they  have  children  or  not  attending  them,  an  interest  J 
snlhcient  to  induce  you  to  visit  the  schools,  and  .see  for  your-  ' 
selves  what  is  going  on  in  the  school  room,  thus  becoming 
competent  judges  of  their  character  and  condition.  But  a 
still  greater  good  will  be  the  result  of  frequent  visitations) 
the  scholars  and  teacher  will  know  by  your  presence  that  you  ' 
are  interested  in  their  behalf  and  if  these  visitations  were  ol 
every  day  occurrence,  the  children  would  as  a rule,  be  ready  at 
the  time  appointed  with  well  learned  lessons.  So  we  say,  I 
(as  it  has  been  .said  many  times  before  by  wiser  heads  than 
ours),  visit  the  schools,  and  by  thus  doing  you  will  encourage  ; 
the  children  to  do  their  best,  and  give  to  the  teachers  the 
support  which  is  their  due,  aud  also  in  all  probability  wil^  •. 
prove  a benefit  to  yourselves.  We  have  abundant  reason  to 
think  that  many  parents  and  those  that  have  the  care  of: 
children,  are  not  as  anxious  as  they  .should  be  to  have  them 
in  .school  every  day  and  without  being  tardy;  it  you  will  stop 
to  consider'the  evil  effect  of  this  indifference,  you  will,  we 
think,  do  what  you  can  to  remedy  the  evil  in  the  future.  ! 
The  children  that  are  absent  from  school  any  number  of 
times  during  a term,  suffer  a lo.ss  which  might  be  of  great 
value  to  them  and  the  loss  not  only  effects  them,  but  affects  ■ 
the  whole  class  in  which  such  children  may  belong  and  thus  . 
this  practice  becomes  an  actual  injury  to  the  whole  school, 
and  in  view  of  this  injury,  we  remark  that  no  one  has  a right 
to  allow  those  in  their  care  to  absent  themselves  from  school 
for  a single  day,  unless  lor  good  reason.  • 

The  Roll  of  Honor  which  we  have  prepared  and  is  in-  , 
eluded  in  this  report.  Shows  plainly  that  we  have  .some 
reason  to  complain  in  this  respect,  but  hope  and  expect  that 
there  will  be  no  reason  to  complain  when  we  come  to  the  end  |. 
of  another  school  year. 
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In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  extend  onr  thanks  to  the 
general  public  for  their  kind  consideration  and  support,  also 
to  the  teachers  for  their  faithful  services  the  past  year.

SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


Soon  after  the  practical  competition  of  the  water  system, 
on  account  of  being  away  from  town  a considerable  portion  of 
the  winter,  Mr.  S.  W.  Trowbridge  resigned  his  position  as 
Superintendent,  and  C.  R.  Barllett  was  chosen  to  fill  the 
vacancy.  Nearly  all  of  the  trenching  and  service  connections 
were  made  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Trowbridge,  he 
having  left  on  file  a full  and  complete  list  of  plans  and 
measurements  of  line  of  service  pipe  from  the  main,  and  also 
has  indicated  on  the  same  all  points  tapped  for  future  connec- 
tions. 

There  is  due  the  Town  for  trenching,  piping  and  mak- 
ing connections  from  street  line  to  dwellings  and  other 
buildings  which  has  not  been  otherwise  reported,  and  which 
stands  credited  to  the  construction  fund,  S3 16.24,  which 
together  with  the  surplus  in  han  s of  Treasurer  after  paying 
all  bills  due  for  construction  of  $86.25,  will  leave  a balance  of 
$4.02.49.  It  is  proper  to  state  that  there  is  due  for  services  of 
E.  E.  Lawrence,  engineer,  $34.80,  md  there  has  been  received 
$41.28,  making  $76.08  to  be  deducted  from  the  amount  paid 
for  services  as  engineer,  $194.05,  and  amount  due  him  to 
Februa’-y  15,  1897,  $26.00,  making  $220.05,  showing  the  actual 
cost  of  engineer  to  be  $143.97,  which  added  to  the  cpst  of  fuel, 
$87.73,  makes  the  cost  of  pumping  $231.70,  from  September 
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4 to  February  15,  1897,  almost  one-half  of  the  year  and  during 
the  colder  portion,  thus  consuming  a larger  proportion  ot  fuel. 

It  is  expected  that  when  the  engines  and  boilers  are 
put  into  the  hospital  buildings  that  their  engineer  will  run 
the  pumping  plant  for  the  Town  at  a much  less  expense  for 
engineer.  There  is  also  due  the  Town  for  water  rentals, 
$97.17,  that  has  not  been  otherwise  reported. 

There  has  been  received,  as  reported  by  Treasurer,  for 
water  rentals,  $276.18.

Engineer’s  Report.

Gentlemen; 

I beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  upon  the 
location  and  construction  of  a system  of  water  works  for  the 
town  of  Rutland. 

The  system  constructed  is  the  same  as  proposed  by  the 
preliminary  surveys  shown  on  map  presented  to  the  legislature 
when  the  act  relating  to  the  water  supply  for  the  town  was 
introduced  and  passed  in  1895,  and  consists  of  a pumping  plant, 
a reservoir  or  water  tower  for  storing  water,  the  necessary 
force  main  pipes,  and  distribution  pipes  leading  from  the 
water  tower  to  the  centre  of  the  town,  with  branches,  gates 
and  hydrants. 

The  work  of  locating  the  pipe  line  was  commenced  on 
December  30,  1895.  Considerable  time  was  spent  in  obtain- 
ing a line  which  should  show  the  minimum  amount  of  rock 
in  the  excavation  of  trenches.  The  line  of  the  force  main 
pipe  was  carried  along  the  Southerly  slope  of  Muschopauge 
Hill,  and  the  line  of  the  distribution  pipe,  instead  of  follow- 
i ing  the  highway  from  the  top  of  Muschopauge  Hill  to  Rutland 
1 centre,  deflects  to  the  South,  and  passing  through  lands  of  the 
i State  Hospital,  crosses  the  Wachusett  Road  near  the  house  of 
I W.  H.  Bartlett,  and  thence  through  private  lands  to  and 
I through  the  ornamental  grounds  of  the  Rural  Cemetery,  from

Water  Commissioners  of  the 
Town  of  Rutland, 
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which  point  the  line  follows  the  highway  to  its  terminus  near 
the  Town  Hall.  By  this  line  a large  amount  of  rock  on 
Muschopauge  Hill  and  Pound  Hill  was  avoided. 

Specifications  for  the  pipeline,  pumping  engine,  boiler, 
pump  house,  water  tower,*  gates  and  hydrants  were  prepared 
and  submitted  to  contractors  for  bids,  and  upon  February  8, 
1896,  the  contract  for  boiler,  pumping  engine,  and  connec- 
tions was  awarded  to  the  Knowles  Steam  Pump  Works  of 
Warren;  the  water  tower  to  the  Cunningham  Iron  Co.  of 
Boston,  and  the  general  contract  embracing  all  the  work  not 
included  in  the  above  items  to  Lucian  A.  Taylor  of  Worcester. 
Work  was  begun  by  Mr.  Taylor  on  April  27,  1896,  and  the 
work  was  practically  completed  September  i,  1896,  three 
months  later  than  called  for  by  the  contract,  and  water  was 
let  on  for  the  first  time  on  September  4,  1896,  at  noon. 

The  pump  house  28'x42'  situated  on  the  west  shore 
of  Lake  Muschopauge  is  built  after  plans  by  Mr.  F.  R.  Bartlett, 
architect.  It  is  a tasty  building  of  field  stone  laid  in  cement 
and  neatly  painted.  The  root  is  laid  with  black  slate  from 
the  Monson,  ^le.  quarrie:*,  and  is  surmounted  by  a cupola  and 
finial,  the  ridges  being  covered  with  copper. 

A brick  chimney  62)4  feet  high  with  a circular  flue  22 
inches  in  diameter  is  built  adjoining  the  pump  house.  Inside 
the  building,  the  boiler,  pumping  engine,  air  pump,  feed  pump 
and  connections  are  conveniently  arranged  and  there  are  also 
coal  bunkers  having  a capacity  of  20  tons. 

The  ordinary  level  of  Lake  iMuschopauge  is  1021  feet, 
and  the  top  of  the  water  tower  on  the  summit  of  Muschopauge 
Hill  is  135a  feet  above  the  sea,  which  makes  it  necessary  to 
pump,  when  the  tcrsver  is  full,  to  an  elevation  of  331  feet,  or 
against  a pressure  of  143.32  lbs.  per  square  inch,  not  including 
friction. 

For  this  reason  it  became  necessary  to  provide  a special 
pump  of  more  than  ordinary  weight  and  power.  Our  speci- 
fications sent  out  to  bidders  called  for  an  engine  to  pump  350 
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I U.  S.  gallons  per  minute  at  a piston  speed  of  6i  ft.  per  minute 
against  a head  of  i6o  lbs.  including  friction,  but  when  the 
Knowles  Steam  Pump  Works  were  awarded  the  contract  they 
agreed  to  build  an  engine  that  should  be  tested  to  a pressure 
of  250  lbs.,  which  is  the  same  as  required  in  underwriters 
pumps.  The  result  is  that  you  have  an  engine  better  than 
was  specified  and  far  in  excess  of  any  actual  need,  a machine, 
that  can  be  run  at  a piston  speed  of  125  ft.  per  minute,  does 
its  work  easily  and  economically,  and  whose  capacity  is  about 
1,000,000  gallons  per  day,  instead  of  500,000  as  specified. 
This  pump  is  a Knowles  duplex  compound  condensing  pump- 
ing engine  having 

10''  high  pressure  steam  cylinders, 

20"  low  pressure  steam  cylinders, 

1 8^"  pump  cylinders, 

x^ll  of  12"  stroke. 

The  suction  pipe  of  this  pump  is  12''  and  the  discharge  pipe 
10"  in  diameter.  The  steam  cylinders  are  jacketed,  covered 
and  lagged,  and  the  steam  pipes  are  also  covered. 

There  is  an  independent  air  pump  having  a 6"  steam 
cylinder,  a 9"  air  cylinder  with  10''  stroke,  and  an  improved 
1 jet  condenser,  so  that  it  can  take  water  from  the  injection 
pipe,  and  also  from  a force  injection  pipe  leading  trom  the 
i force  main.  There  is  also  a duplex  direct  acting  boiler  feed 
if  pump,  having  3"  steam  cylinders,  2"  water  cylinders,  and  3" 

1 stroke,  which  is  connected  so  as  to  draw  water  either  from  the 
hot  well,  or  from  force  main. 

All  the  pumps  have  the  best  sight  feed  lubricators  for 
I oiling  the  steam  cylinders.  There  are  also  water  and  steam 
t gauges  and  a revolution  counter  reading  to  1,000,000  revolu- 
i:  tions.  There  is  also  an  improved  vertical  feed  water  heater, 
b with  copper  coil  which  heats  the  water  before  it  is  injected 
( into  the  boiler. 

. A Cunningham  horizontal  tubular  boiler  54"  in  diameter, 

I 
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in  length,  containing  64  best  American  lap  welded 
tubes  3"  in  diameter  by  14'  long,  furnishes  steam  for  the 
pumping  engine.  It  is  made  of  open  hearth  homogeneous 
fire  box  steel  11-32"  thick,  with  heads  of  flanged  steel 
thick.  It  is  set  in  brick,  and  supplied  with  a Locke  Damper 
Regulator,  which  operates  automatically.  There  are  also  a 
set  of  fire  tools,  wrenches,  etc.,  making  the  pumping  plant  a 
very  complete  one;  economical  and  easy  to  operate. 

The  intake  or  suction  pipe  is  12"  in  diameter  and  132 
^ feet  long,  extending  from  the  pump  house  to  and  into  the 
Lake.  The  outer  end  which  is  fitted  with  a strainer,  is  about 
6 feet  below  the  natural  surface  of  the  Lake,  and  about  4 feet 
above  the  bottom.  The  suction  lift  is  10  feet.  Owing  to  the 
great  height  to  which  the  water  has  to  be  pumped  it  was 
deemed  best  to  use  a 10"  force  main  pipe  to  eliminate  the 
friction  as  far  as  possible.  This  necessitated  the  laying  of  a 
small  portion  of  the  pipe  on  and  near  the  surface  of  the  ground, 
and  wherever-  this  w'asdone,  suitable  embankments  were  built 
over  the  pipe  to  protect  it  from  the  frost.  The  force  main 
pipe  is  2312  feet  in  length.  There  are  no  branches  or  hydrants 
connected  with  this  force  main,  so  that  the  force  exerted 
by  the  pump  is  uniform,  and  there  will  be  much  less  danger 
of  breaking  the  pumping  machinery  than  there  would  be  if 
the  pressure  were  unequal  or  subject  to  sudden  change. 

All  the  pipe  was  manufactured  by  the  Warren  F'oundr)' 
Co.  The  distribution  pipe  is  12"  in  diameter  from  the  water 
tower-  to  the  Wachusett  Road,  a distance  of  2657  feet,  and  10" 
from  the  Wachusett  Road  to  the  end  of  the  main  pipe  at  the 
Town  Hall,  a distance  of  5,096  feet.  The  12"  pipes  weigh 
from  75  to  80  lbs.  and  the  10"  pipes  60  to  70  lbs.  per  lineal 
foot,  varying  according  to  the  pressure.  The  6"  pipes  weigh 
30  lbs  per  lineal  foot.  A 10"  connection  pipe,  and  suitable 
gates  have  been  put  in  between  the  force  main  and  the  distri- 
bution main,  near  the  water  tower,  so  that  water  can  be 
pumped  direct  to  the  town,  if  necessary  or  desirable,  witl  cut 
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passing  through  or  into  the  water  tower.  An  8"  branch  pipe, 
860  feet  in  length  has  been  laid  from  the  12"  distribution 
pipe  to  the  new  State  Hospital,  this  work  having  been  done 
by  the  State.  Gates  have  been  put  into  both  the  main  pipe 
and  the  8"  branch,  so  that  water  may  be  shut  off ' from  the 
Hospital  without  interfering  with  the  supply  for  the  town, 
and  vice  versa.  Two  six  inch  branches  were  laid  in  the 
centre  of  the  town,  one  503  feet  in  length  in  the  Paxton  Road, 
and  the  other  325  ft.  in  length  in  the  Depot  Road.  Gates 
are  placed  in  each  branch  near  its  junction  with  the  main 
pipe.  There  is  also  a gate  in  the  lorce  main  pipe  at  the  pump 
house,  and  one  in  the  distribution  main  in  the  valley  near  the 
Armitage  place.  The  gates  are  all  of  the  Ludlow  pattern.  The 
hydrants  used  are  the  Ludlow  5"  post  two  way  hydrants  with 
2^"  nozzles,  having  6"  connections  with  the  main  pipe. 
Twelve  of  these  have  been  placed  at  points  best  suited  for  ef- 
fective protection  in  case  of  fire,  and  several  more  of  the  same 
pattern  will  be  placed  at  the  State  Hospital  the  coming  spring. 

The  greatest  pressure  is  at  the  hydrant  near  the  Rural 
Cemetery,  which  is  270  feet  below  the  top  of  the  water  tower, 
and  the  least  pressure  is  at  that  in  the  centre  of  the  town  op- 
posite Paxton  Road,  which  is  i54.3feet  below  the  same  point. 
The  pressure  at  the  State  Hospital  is  about  185  feet.  It  will 
be  seem,  therefore,  that  there  is  abundant  pressure  at  all  of 
the  hydrants  for  fire  protection.  The  water  tower  is  20  feet 
in  diameter  and  90.2  feet  in  height,  with  a capacity  of  211,- 
792  gallons.  It  has  been  built  thus  large  so  as  to  afford  ample 
storage  capacity,  and  thus  avoid  the  trouble  and  expense  of 
frequent  pumping. 

This  tower  is  erected  on  the  summit  of  Muschopauge 
Hill,  the  bottom  being  1261.6;  the  top  1351.8,  and  the  hand 
rails  surmounting  the  top,  13534  leet  above  tide  water.  It 
rests  upon  a substantial  foundation  of  stone  laid  in  cement 
mortar,  about  2 >4  feet  in  depth,  and  founded  upon  the  solid 
granite  of  which  the  hill  is  composed.  An  opening  or  chamber 
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covered  with  railroad  iron  is  left  in  the  foundation  to  afford 
access  to  the  pipes  where  they  enter  and  leave  the  tower.  The 
tower  is  built  of  first  class  x'Vmerican  refined  iron,  whose  resist- 
ance to  tensile  strain  is  50,000  lbs.  per  square  inch  of  section. 
The  bottoinand  lower  20  feet,  are  the  next  20  feet,  7-16"; 
the  next  20  feet,  the  next  15  feet,  5-16";  and  the  top  15 
feet,  in  thickness.  This  gives  a factor  of  safety  of  a little 
more  than  four  at  the  bottom  of  the  tower,  increasing  toward 
the  top,  where  it  is  nearly  ten.  In  other  words  the  tower  at 
its  weakest  point  will  resist  a pressure  more  than  four  times 
that  which  it  is  called  upon  to  sustain  when  filled  with  water. 
The  tower  is  surmounted  by  a balcony,  the  floor  of  which  is 
two  feet  below  the  top  of  the  tower.  This  balcony  has  outside 
and  inside  hand  rails  at  the  top,  and  is  reached  br'  a circular 
stairway  of  iron,  protected  by  a substantial  hand  rail  outside. 

The  Cunningham  Iron  Co.  began  the  work  of  erection 
July  3,  and  completed  the  tower  and  stairway  x\ugust  25,  1S96. 

The  lot  of  land  on  which  the  pump  house  is  situated, 
averaging  about  20o'x75',  together  with  a right  of  way  from 
Wheeler  Avenue  to  the  lot,  and  a circular  piece  of  land  100 
feet  in  diameter  on  which  the  water  tower  stands,  together 
with  a right  of  way  to  it  from  the  Wachusett  Road,  have  been 
taken  for  the  purposes  of  the  town;  and  a map  showing  such 
taking,  and  the  lines  of  pipes  through  streets  and  private  pro- 
perty has  been  filed  in  the  Registry  oi  deeds  at  Worcester. 

It  is  a matter  of cpngratnlation  that  the  total  cost  of  the 
whole  work  has  not  exceeded  the  preliminary  estimate  made 
by  us  in  December,  1895,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  a more 
expensive  pump  house  has  been  built  than  contemplated  at 
that  time,  and  a balcony  has  been  added  to  the  water  tower. 

The  pipes,  pumping  engine,  boiler  and  water  tower  are 
all  of  ample  capacity,  and  the  whole  system,  while  not  as  large 
as  many,  is  not  excelled  by  any  other  in  completeness  of  detail, 
excellence  of  work  or  adaptability  to  the  needs  of  the  town. 

Credit  is  due  to  the  contractors,  L.  A.  Taylor,  The 
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Knowles  Steam  Pump  Works,  and  The  Cunningham  Iron 
Co.,  for  the  excellent  character  of  the  work  done  and  ma- 
terials furnished.  In  proof  of  this,  it  is  but  necessary  to  say 
that  up  to  this  date,  four  months  after  the  water  was  first 
let  on,  no  leaks  have  developed  either  in  the  pipes,  pump  or 
water  tower. 

The  field  engineering  and  superintendence  of  con- 
struction have  been  in  charge  of  Thompson  & Wheeler, 
Civil  Engineers,  of  Worcester,  with  Mr.  A.  F.  Goddard  as 
assistant  engineer,  and  Mr.  G.  P.  Hapgood  as  Inspector; 
and  to  all  of  these  gentlemen  credit  is  due  for  the  satisfac- 
tory performance  of  the  work.  In  conclusion  I beg  to 
acknowledge  the  confidence  you  have  shown  in  me,  and  the 
consideration  that  I have  received  at  your  hands  at  all 
times  during  the  progress  of  the  work.

Pules  and  Regulations. 


1.  Persons  wishing  water  must  apply  to  the  Commis- 
sioners, and  must  state  the  several  uses  for  which  the  water 
is  required.  Blank  forms  will  be  furnished.  Water  will  not 
be  introduced  into  aii}'  building,  or  premises  except  on  the 
the  written  application,  in  the  prescribed  form,  of  the  owner 
or  owners  thereof,  or  by  a duly  authorized  agent. 

2.  Water  rents  must  be  paid  semi  annually,  in  ad- 
vance, on  the  first  days  of  June  and  December  in  each  3^ear. 
In  all  cases  the  owners  of  tho,  premises  will  be  chargeable 
with  the  rent. 

3.  The  service  pipe  will  be  laid  by  the  town  to  the  in- 
side of  the  cellar  wall,  or  other  place  desired,  and  supplied 
with  a stop  and. waste-cock;  the  taker  pa^ung  for  all  that  lies 
on  his  premises  before  water  is  turned  on. 

4.  All  apparatus  and  locations  supplied  with  water 
must  be  accessible  and  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Commis- 
sioners or  their  agents,  at  all  times,  and  all  the  fixtures  shall 
be  subject  to  their  rejection  if  in  an}^  manner  unsuitable  for 
the  purpose.  No  increase  or  extension  of  fixtures  shall  be 
made  without  permission  from  the  Commissioners. 

5.  All  persons  taking  water  must  keep  their  own  fix- 
tures and  the  service  pipes  within  their  own  premises  in 
good  repair,  and  fulh^  protected  from  injury  b\"  frost,  and 
must  prevent  all  unnecessar}"  waste  of  water. 

6.  The  water  must  in  no  case  be  left  running,  unless 
by  the  written  permit  of  the  Commissioners. 

7.  No  consumer  shall  supply  other  persons  or  families 
with  water,  or  suffer  them  to  take  it,  except  for  drinking  on 
the  premises. 
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8.  In  case  of  violation,  by  a water  taker,  of  any  regu- 
lation established  by  the  Commissioners,  or  mon  payment  of 
rates  within  fifteen  days  of  their  becoming  due,  his  supply 
will  be  cut  off,  and  the  water  will  not  be  again  let  on  until 
all  cause  of  complaint  shall  be  removed  or  dues  paid,  with  an 
additional  payment  of  $2.00  for  letting  the  water  on. 

9.  In  case  of  fire,  or  an  alarm  of  fire,  or  in  making 
repairs,  or  extension,  or  other  necessary  purposes  of  the 
Avork,  the  Commissioners  reserve  the  right  to  shut  off  the 
water  at  once,  and  keep  it  shut  off  as  long  as  may  be  necessary. 

10.  No  person  shall  open  or  interfere  with  the 
hydrants  of  this  town  without  permission  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, or  an  Engineer  of  the  fire  department. 

1 1.  The  town  will  furnish  service  pipes,  not  exceeding 
^ inch  in  diameter,  from  the  main  to  the  sidewalk  free, — 
provided  application  is  made  in  form  required  for  the  use  of 
water,  by  the  owner  of  any  premises,  situated  on  any  street 
through  which  pipe  may  be  laid. 

12.  When  water  is  supplied  to  more  than  one  party 
through  a single  tap,  the  water  may  be  shut  off  in  case  of 
non-payment  of  either  party,  notwithstanding  one  or  more 
of  the  parties  may  have  paid  the  amount  due. 

13.  For  washing  windows,  spinkling  streets  or  water- 
ing gardens,  not  over  inch  orifice  is  allowed,  the  use  being 
limited  in  all  cases  to  two  hours  per  day  for  each  hose,  except 
when*  meter  is  used. 

14.  All  parties  using  water  for  stables  will  be  charged 
for  the  same  whether  carried  by  hand  or  through  pipe.

16.  Water  takers  that  intend  to  obtained  an  abate- 
ment on  fixtures  not  in  use,  or  being  relieved  from  waterrates. 
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must  conform  to  the  following:  Where  a house  has  more 
than  one  tenement,  and  all  supplied  from  one  service,  if  any 
one  of  said  tenements  are  vacated,  the  fixtures  must  be  sealed, 
and  if  the  house  is  vacant,  the  water  must  be  shut  off  in  the 
street,  or  the  owner  will  be  required  to  pay  full  water  rates 
by  notifying  the  Commissioners  and  paying  twenty-five  cents 
for  sealing  each  and  every  fixture,  or  one  dollar  where  the 
water  is  to  be  shut  off  in  the  street.  No  sealing  or  shutting 
off  for  the  above  purpose  will  be  done  till  the  fee  is  paid. 
When  water  is  wanted,  notify  the  Commissioners,  and  if  the 
water  rates  are  paid,  the  water  will  be  let  on  free  of  expense. 
If  you  fail  to  do  this,  full  rates  will  be  charged  and  a fine  of 
two  dollars  for  breaking  seal  or  turning  water  into  any  fix- 
ture whatever. 

17.  Meters  will  be  furnished  by  the  Water  Commis- 
sioners at  cost,  or  at  a suitable  rental  to  all  water  takers  who 
desire  to  use  them.  The  Water  Commissioners  reserve  the 
right  to  put  in  meters  at  their  own  expense  and  charge  for 
water  by  measure  and  not  by  schedule  rates. 

18.  The  Water  Commissioners  reserve  the  right  to 
alter  these  rules  and  regulations  at  any  time. 

19.  The  Commissioners  reserve  the  right  to  shut  off 
water  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  making  alterations  or 
repairs.

PREAMBLE  AND  BY-LAWS  OF  POOR 
FARM  ASSOCIATION. 

We,  the  subscribers,  representing  the  Towns  of  Paxton, 
Holden,  Hubbardston,  Oakham,  Rutland,  Phillipston  and 
Westminster,  chosen  under  an  article  in  a warrant  for  a 
Town  Meeting  in  our  respective  Towns,  held  in  November, 
1897,  reading  substantially  as  follows: 

“To  see  if  the  Town  will  choose  a committee  of  three, 
with  power  to  act  with  similiar  committees,  which  may  be 
appointed  by  other  Towns,  to  select  a suitable  place  for  the 
co-operative  care  of  the  poor,  and  to  arrange  terms  and  condi- 
tions for  the  use  of  the  same,  or  act  or  do  anything  in 
reference  thereto.” 

By  virture  of  the  authority  vested  in  us  by  our  respec  - 
tive  Towns,  at  the  meeting  aforesaid,  and  to  carry  out  the  in- 
tent of  our  said  Towns,  we  do  hereby  form  ourselves  into  an 
Association  lor  the  purpose  of  caring  for  the  poor  of  our 
respective  Towns,  to  be  called  the  POOR  FARM  ASSOCIA- 
TION. 

Article  i.  The  Association  shall  be  formed  for  a period  of 
five  years. 
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Art.  2. — The  plant  shall  be  managed  by  one  person  from 
each  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  ot  the  Towns 
forming  the  Association. 

Art.  3. — The  poor  of  all  the  Towns  interested,  requiring  lull 
support,  shall  be  maintained  at  the  plant  selected,  ex- 
cept the  violent  and  uncontrollable  insane. 

Art.  4. — The  expense  of  maintaining  the  poor  at  this  place 
shall  be  divided  among  the  respective  Towns  accord- 
ing to  the  number  of  weeks’  board  furnished  the  poor 
belonging  to  that  Town. 

Art.  5. — In  case  of  death,  the  Warden  shall  notify,  at  once, 
the  Town  to  which  the  deceased  person  belongs,’ 
who  shall  care  for  and  bury  said  person  at  its  expense. 

Art.  6. — The  Board  of  Management,  u nder  this  agreement, 
shall  employ  a suitable  physician  to  attend  and  care 
for  all  paupers  committed  to  such  farm  when  sick,  and 
the  expense  thereof,  including  all  needed  medicines, 
shall  be  charged  as  items  of  expense  to  such  said  As- 
sociation. 

Art.  7. — Any  Town  desiring  to  join  the  Association  may  do 
so  at  the  commencement  of  any  Association  Year,  by 
vote  of  the  Association. 

Art.  8. — Section  i.  The  Association  shall  begin  April  i, 
1898,  and  the  annual  report  shall  be  made  the  first  day 
of  February  every  year  thereafter. 

Section  2. — The  Association  shall  have  authority 
to  make  contracts  for  the  lease  of  Real  Estate  and 
Personal  Property,  to  be  used  on  the  plant  of  the 
Association,  such  contract  to  be  in  accordance  with 
these  By-Eaws. 

Section  3. — The  Association  hereby  select  the 
Holden  Poor  Farm  and  the  Personal  Property  there- 
on, as  the  plant  of  the  Association,  for  the  term  of 
five  years. 
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Art.  9 — The  Stock  and  Personal  Property  on  the  said  farm 
in  Holden,  to  be  valued  for  the  next  five  years  as  tlie 
last  eight  years,  such  valuation  to  be  charged  against 
the  Association,  and  any  deficiency  or  increase  at  the 
final  settlement,  shall  be  considered  as  common  items 
of  expense  or  gain,  to  be  bourne  by  each  Town  pro- 
rata, according  to  the  number  of  weeks’  board  of  paupers 
each  stand  charged  with  at  each  annual  settlement. 

Articles  of  Agreement  Between  the  Town  of  Holden,  by  its  Com- 
mittee, and  the  Poor  Farm  Association. 

The  Town  of  Holden,  by  its  Committee,  chosen  and 
authorized  by  vote  of  the  Town,  at  a legal  meeting  held 
November,  1897,  hereby  agrees  to  furnish  Real  Estate,  known 
as  the  Holden  Poor  Farm,  with  the  Personal  Property  con- 
nected therewith,  to  the  POOR  FARM  ASSOCIATION  on 
the  following  terms  and  conditions: 

Article  i. — The  Association  shall  carry  on  the  farm  after  the 
manner  of  good  husbandr}^,  spending  the  hay  and 
fodder  grown  on  the  place. 

Art.  2. — The  Association  shall  pay  to  the  Town  of  Holden 
the  sum  of  Three  Hundred  and  Twenty -five  Dollars 
($335.00)  per  year,  for  the  term  of  five  years,  from 
ist  of  xApril,  1898,  as  rent  for  the  Real  Estate. 

Art.  3. — The  Towns  shall  make  all  necessary  repairs,  altera  - 
tions  and  additions  at  their  expense. 

Art.  4. — The  Personal  Property  shall  be  taken  at  the  former 
appraisal. 

Art.  5. — The  Personal  Property  shall  be  appraised  by  three 
disinterested  men,  consisting  of  the  Chairmen  of  the 
Boards  of  Assessors  of  the  Towns  ofEeicester,  Shrews- 
• bury  and  West  Boy  Is  ton,  or  by  some  member  of  these 
Boards,  at  the  end  of  the  five  years.  And  any  de- 
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ficiency  in  the  valuation  at  the  close,  compared  with 
the  previous  valuation,  shall  be  deemed  an  expense 
of  the  Association,  and  an}^  excess  in  the  second  valua- 
tion over  the  first  shall  be  credited  to  the  Association 
in  settlement  with  Holden. 

Art.  6. — The  Association  shall  pay  6 per  cent,  per  year  to 
Holden  for  the  use  of  the  Personal  Property,  reckoned 
upon  the  first  appraisal.  The  Association  shall  keep 
the  Personal  Property  fully  insured. 

Art.  7. — The  salary  and  expense  of  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment shall  be  paid  by  the  Town  they  represent. 

Art.  8. — The  sums  above  mentioned  shall  be  in  full  satisfac- 
tion for  the  use  of  said  property,  and  this  writing  in 
nature,  ol  contract  shall  be  binding  upon  all  parties, 
when  signed  by  the  committees  authorized  to  do  so, 
by  the  vote  of  their  respective  Towns.

To  THE  Board  of  Health  of  the  Town  of  Rutland. 

As  Inspector  of  Animals  and  Provisions  of  the  Town  of 
Rutland,  I beg  leave  to  report  as  follows:  Since  the  Spring 
or  General  Inspection,  which  closed  May  ist,  1897,  there  has 
been  reported  to  me  by  this  Board  of  Health,  forty  animals 
belonging  to  nineteen  different  owners. 

Of  this  number,  thirty-four  were  quarantined  and  tested. 
Twenty-seven  reacting  and  condemned.  Ten  were  shipped 
to  cattle  commissioners  at  Brighton,  and  seventeen  killed  and 
buried  on  the  premises  of  the  owner.  Of  slaughtered  animals, 
only  two  reported,  both  found  free  from  disease.  Several 
cases  ol  sick  and  dead  animals  have  been  reported  which  did 
not  come  under  quarantined  inspection.

There  has  been  an  extension  of  the  water  system,  by  the 
laying  of  588  feet  of  two-inch  pipe  at  Pound  Hill,  and  312 
feet  on  Paxton  Road,  together  with  about  600  feet  of  one- 
inch  and  three-fourths  inch  pipe,  at  a cost  of  $346.32,  secur- 
ing eleven  additional  water  takers,  the  past  year. 

The  working  of  the  entire  S3’Stem  has  been  very  satis- 
factory. There  has  been  no  break  in  the  main  pipe  or  in  the 
service  or  supply  pipes;  no  inconvenience  or  trouble  from 
freezing,  and  the  expense  of  maintaining  and  running  the 
pumping  plant  has  not  exceeded  the  most  sanguine  expecta- 
tion. The  whole  system  has  proved  to  be  thoroughly  con- 
structed. An  analysis  of  the  water  is  made  every  month  by 
the  State  Board  of  Health,  which  shows  it  to  be  uniformly 
pure  in  quality.  From  this  fact  (the  puritj^  of  the  water), 
it  has  become  necessary'-  to  use  a compound  to  counteract  the 
effect  of  the  water  upon  the  tubes  of  the  boiler,  which  has 
caused  pitting  to  some  extent.  The  amount  of  water  pumped 
during  the  year  is  five  million,  seven  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  twenty-five  gal. (5,775,825). 
The  tank,  holding  221,000  gallons,  was  filled  in  9 hours  from 
the  time  of  starting  the  fire  under  the  boiler,  the  pump  work- 
ing wdth  the  greatest  ease. 

There  has  been  no  scarcety  of  water  at  any  time  during 
the  3^ear,  and  the  patrons  have  been  cut  off  only  three  times; 
twice  for  a few  hours  to  make  connections  with  the  Main 
at  Pound  Hill,  and  on  Paxton  Road,  and  once  to  cleanse 
out  the  stand  pipe. 
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I would  recommend  the  extension  of  the  water  system 
wherever  an  income  of  four  per  cent  on  the  outlay  can  be  at 
once  realized,  as  the  tendency  is  always  to  increase  rather 
than  to  diminish,  the  number  of  water  takers  and  the  amount 
of  water  used.

Statistics  for  the  Full  Year. 
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GRADED  SCHOOLS  AND  NEW  SCHOOL  BUILDING. 

One  step  was  taken  in  this  direction  at  the  commence- 
ment ot  the  year  by  having  the  Pound  Hill  School,  (which 
was  composed  of  the  old  districts,  Nos.  2,  3 and  4)  consolidate 
with  the  center  school.  This  arrangement  was  made  owing 
to  the  fact  that  we  should  have  been  obliged  to  have  had 
another  school-room  whether  we  consolidated  or  not,  as  the  old 
room  in  the  center  would  not  accomodate  all  the  pupils  be- 
longing to  the  center,  making  it  necessary  lor  ns  to  secure 
another  room  and  hire  another  teacher.  After  considering  the 
matter  carefully,  we  voted  to  consolidate  the  two  schools  and 
divide  them  into  two  grades,  primary  and  intermediate,  pro- 
vided we  could  get  a suitable  room.  We  applied  to  the  select- 
men for  permission  to  take  the  lower  town  hall  and  fit  it  up 
for  a school-room;  the  selectmen  granted  iis  the  permission 
asked  for;  therefore  we  went  ahead  on  this  line,  saving  the 
salary  of  an  extra  teacher  and  other  expenses  amounting  to 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  The  expenses  of  fitting  up  the 
room  and  extra  for  transportation  of  pupils  and  teachers’  salary 
amounted  to  two  hundred  and  three  dollars,  leaving  a balance 
in  our  favor  of^forty-seven  dollars,  and  at  the  same  time  getting 
better  results  for  the  money  expended.  This  experiment  on 
our  part  has  been  a success,  and  we  doubt  if  anyone  that  is 
interested  in  this  school  would  care  to  be  set  back  where  they 
were  two  years  ago. 

This  experience  of  the  past  year  proves  conclusively  to 
our  minds  that  we  should  do  whatever  we  can  to  make  it  pos- 
sible to  have  full  graded  schools;  and  the  only  way  to  secure 
them  is  for  the  Town  to  build  a new  school  building  large 
enough  to  accomodate  all  the  scholars  in  the  Towm,  planned 
in  such  a way  that  an  addition  could  be  put  on  without  injury 
to  its  exterior  appearance,  whenever  more  room  is  needed. 
We  are  not  prepared  in  this  report  to  give  in  detail  what  this 
building  should  be  or  the  expense  of  same,  but  suffice  it  to  say

that  we  cannot  be  extravagant  in  building,  but  can  have  a 
good  well-built,  substantial  house  furnished  and  equipped  as 
it  should  be  in  accordance  with  a detailed  plan  and  specifica- 
tions such  as  the  Town  may  vote. 

We  hope  to  see  a move  in  this  direction  at  your  next 
annual  Town  meeting. 

TRUANT  OFFICERS. 

Truant  Officers  were  appointed,  but  as  they  have  not 
been  called  upon  to  act  in  their  official  capacity  and  have  not 
found  it  necessary  so  to  act,  no  report  is  needed  from  them  at 
this  time. 

MEMORIAL  DAY. 

This  day  was  observed  as  the  lav/  directs. 

The  interest  manifested  by  all  the  schools  in  the  ob- 
servance ot  this  day  argues  well  for  our  country  so  far  as  this 
Town  is  concerned.  The  exercises  of  the  children,  appropriate 
to  the  observance  of  the  day,  were  most  enjoyable  to  us  all. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  SCHOOLS. 

Under  the  circumstances  in  which  we  are  placed,  we 
think  the  schools  are  as  prosperous  as  we  can  reasonably  ex- 
pect, but  hope  their  condition  may  be  improved  in  the  future, 
and  the  desired  improvement  will  be  possible  if  we  all  take 
hold  in  earnest,  realizing  that  it  is  our  bounden  duty,  to  do 
all  that  we  can  to  improve  the  condition  of  our  schools,  thus 
giving  to  our  children  a good  education  which  is  the  best 
: legacy  that  we  can  possibly  bestow  upon  them.

OF 

Superintendent  of  Water  Works. 

I 

Acting  under  the  vote  of  the  town,  whereby  the  Water 
Commissioners  were  authorized  to  extend  the  water  main  a 
certain  distance  in  two  particular  directions  if  a guaranteed 
income  from  water  rentals  would  pay  four  per  cent  on  the  cost 
of  constructions,  the  water  system  has  been  extended  on  the 
Paxton  road  by  laying  280  teet  of  6 inch  pipe  and  4202  feet 
of  4 inch  pipe,  with  one  gate  and  three  hydrants. 

The  contract  was  awarded  to  L.  A.  Taylor  for  $1550.  A 
few  changes  have  since  been  made  by  adding  another  hydrant, 
so  that  the  total  cost  will  be  about  $1600. 

On  account  of  the  cold  and  the  extreme  cold  weather  in 
November  Mr.  Taylor  could  not  quite  complete  his  work,  and 
consequently  the  patrons  have  not  been . connected,  but  will 
be  in  the  early  spring.  When  this  is  done  a guarantee  of 
about  $yo  for  water  rent  will  be  effected.  The  working  of  the 
system  during  the  year  has  been  quite  satisfactory.  There 
have  been  no  breaks  or  leaks  in  the  main  or  service  pipes,  and 
only  one  or  two  instances  when  patrons  have  been  incon- 
venienced by  freezing  of  the  service  pipes.  The  State  Board 


of  Health  makes  an  analysis  of  the  water  every  month,  tlie  | 
Superintendent  being  required  to  send  samples  taken  from  the 
top  and  bottom  of  the  lake  for  this  purpose.  The  reports  of  j 
this  analysis  shows  the  water  to  be  uniformly  pure,  almost  ' 
entirely  free  from  vegetable  and  mineral  substances.  The  ^ 
supply  has  at  all  times  been  abundant  for  domestic  use  and  , 
for  fire  protection.  The  amount  pumped  during  the  year  as 
taken  from  the  engineer’s  books  is  6,809,316  gallons,  or  ' 
1,334.91  more  than  was  pumped  the  preceding  year.  This 
is  largely  accounted  for  by  the  increased  amount  used  at  the  ’ 
State  Hospital.  Due  reference  should  be  made  to  the  faithful  ) 
and  efficient  services  of  Mr.  E.  E.  Lawrence,  the  engineer  in  I 
charge  of  the  pumping'  plant.  The  Water  Commissioners  did  1 
not  ask  the  town  last  year  to  make  an  appropriation  for  hy- 
drants, believing  that  the  water  system  was  on  a self-support-  i 
ing  basis,  which  is  clearly  shown  by  the  following  financial 
statement :

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NUMBER  OF  SCHOOLS  MAINTAINED.  ** 

Five  schools  have  been  in  session  during  the  ) ear  for  three 
terms  of  ten  weeks  each,  the  High  Scliool  having  three  teiins  ^ 
of  eleven  weeks  each,  or  thirty  three  weeks  for  the  year.  It  s 
would  be  desirable  in  the  future  to  have  eleven  weeks  consti-  i 
tute  the  Spring  and  Fall  terms  a!'.d  ten  weeks  for  the  Winter  " 
term.  By  so  doing  we  should  approximate  quite  near  the  ^ 
length  of  the  schools  in  larger  towns,  and  also  we  would  not  }' 
be  complained  of  by  not  conforming  to  the  law  ot  the  vState 
in  reference  thereto,  and  in  this  connection  we  advise  a change  1^ 
in  the  time  when  the  several  terms  shall  commence.  Per-  k 
haps  the  Spring  term  need  not  commence  the  first  part  of 
April  as  has  been  the  custom.  Tlie  Fall  term  should  com-  ^ 
mence  as  soon  as  August  loth  and  the  Winter  term  the  firsts  ^ 
ofNovember,  the  school  closing  early  in  January.  su 

The  reason  for  the  changes  will  be  obvious  to  all,  es-  ^ 
pecially  to  those  who  have  children  attending  the  primary  to 
grades.  pr

GRADED  SCHOOLS. 

in( 

In  our  last  year’s  report  we  brouglit  to  the  attention  of 
the  town  how  this  could  be  brought  about  to  a certain  extent, 
and  greatly  improve  the  condition  of  all  the  schools.  We  are 
pleased  to  say  that  the  town  acted  in  this  matter  and  voted  to 
build  a new  building  for  school  and  other  purposes.  This 
building  contains  four  school  rooms  and  a recitation  room, 
which  we  hope  to  occupy  in  the  near  iuture.  We  confidently  ton 
expect  that  this  large  outlay  of  the  town  will  prove  to  be  a k\ 
good  investment,  securing  to  us  and  our  cliildren  a’  lasting  aco 
benefit  of  more  value  than  silver  or  gold.  Thus  we  shall  hi  sam 
proud  of  our  accommodations  and  the  quality  oi  our  schooh  scIk 
as  the  y^ears  roll  on,  giving  us  a reputation  of  having  schools  Kci 
equal  to  the  best  in  the  commonwealth.  ^ati 
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CONVEYANCE  OF  PUPILS. 

The  question  has  not  yet  been  tally  settled  in  regard  to 
what  is  a reasonable  distance  for  children  to  walk  to  and  from 
school,  and  in  absence  ot  any  law  in  regard  to  this  matter  it 
is  left  for  the  town  or  their  School  Committee  to  determine 
what  the  reasonable  distance  should  be,  and  your  committee 
would  recommend  that  for  all  children  between  five  and  eight 
years  of  age  one  and  a half  miles,  and  those  between  eight  and 
fourteen  two  miles.  Pupils  over  fourteen  usually  will  attend 
the  High  School,  and  will  furnish  their  own,  however  far  they 
may  be  from  school.  Your  committee,  of  course,  will  cheer- 
tully  do  as  the  town  may  think  best  in  this  regard,  and  it  they 
will  take  action  in  this  matter  we  will  try  to  carry  out  their 
.wishes  if  they  do  not  conflict  with  any  law  bearing  on  this 
subject.  We  have  no  doubt  but  this  transportation  problem 
will  be  satisfactorily  solved,  and  that  all  the  parents  will  want 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  better  accommodations  that  will  be 
provided  in  the  new  school  btiilding  If  it  does  require  a lit- 
tle more  effort  and  perhaps  expense  on  your  part  yon  will  real- 
ize that  for  any  expense  or  effort  in  this  line  you  will  get  pay- 
ment in  full  with  interest,  not  in  dollars  and  cents,  but  in  the 
consciousness  that  you  have  done  the  best  you  could  for  your 
children. 

DISCIPLINE  IN  SCHOOLS. 

Perhaps  we  ought  to  be  satisfied  with  the  discipline  main- 
tained in  the  schools  the  past  year,  for  we  believe  the  teachers 
have  been  anxious  in  regard  to  this  matter,  and  perhaps  have 
accomplished  all  that  we  could  reasonably  expect,  but  at  the 
same  time  there  is  room  for  improvement  in  some  of  the 
schools,  and  we  shall  expect  to  see  improvements  in  this  di- 
rection the  coming  year  in  proportion  to  our  better  accommo- 
dations. 
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We  consider  that  one  of  the  most  important  qualifications  ! 
of  a teaclier  is  to  be  a thorough  disciplinarian,  for  one  with  all 
the  other  qualifications  and  deficient  in  this,  will  not  be  a 
successful  teacher.  If  parents  and  scholars  realized  the  im- 
portance of  good  order  and  a strict  attention  to  the  business 
of  the  school,  and  would  make  an  effort  on  their  part  to  help  the 
teacher  in  this  particular,  it  would  enable  one  to  do  the  best  i 
work  in  the  line  of  teaching. 

TRUANT  OFFICERS. 

Truant  Officers  were  appointed,  but  they  have  no  report 
to  submit,  as  they  were  not  called  upon  to  act  in  their  official 
capacity. 

MEMORIAL  DAY. 


This  day  \\  as  observed  with  the  usual  interesting  ex- 
ercises by  the  children.  These  exercises  by  our  children  will 
instill  into  their  lives  a love  of  country,  so  that  we  can  con- 
fidently expect  that  they  will,  when  called  upon  in  the  future 
to  take  the  places  of  trust  and  honor,  in  town,  state  and 
nation,  the  welfare  of  the  whole  body  politic  will  be  .safe  in 
their  hands,  and  this  nation  will  continue  to  be  a liberty- 
loving  and  God-fearing  nation. 


IN  CONCLUSION. 


We  remind  the  parents  that  we  are  grateful  for  their  co- 
operation and  for  the  interest  shown  by  their  frequent  visits 
to  the  schools,  and  hope  that  every  parent  will  visit  the  school, 
once  at  least  during  each  term  of  the  coming  year.
